BLOODSHED. 


Charles Ee Young Shot to Death 
in His Own Office. 


KALLODH’S SON THE SLAYEE. 


Five Shots Fired but Only One 
Takes Effect. 


BODY TAKEN TO THE M0KGUE. 


Procession Composed of a Hooting 
and Jeering Mob. 


PROBABLE CAUSE OF ASSASSINATION. 


The Arrest and Incarceration of the 
Murderer. 


[SPECIAL BY TELK3RAPU TO TUB RECOKD-INION.) 


San F rancisco, April 23d.—Just before 8 
o’clock this evening Charles De Yourg en­ 
tered the business office of the Chronicle, on 
the ground floor, corner of Kearny and Bush 
streets, and stood talking with some gentle­ 
men, leaning against the counter. Directly 
the door opened and I. M. Kalloch entered, 
and drawing a pistol, without, as far as can 
be learned, a word, 
BEGAN FIRING AT DE YOUNG. 
The latter ran through a gate of the coun­ 
ter to t desk inside, Kalloch firing at him as 
he ran. On reaching the desk De Young 
turned to face his opponent with a pistol in 
his hand, when Kalloch, leaning over the 
counter, fired again, the ball striking De 
Young in the mouth. Kalloch then started 
for the door. De Young raised his pistol as 
if to fire, but apparently his strength failed 
him, for the pistol was not discharged, and 
sinking backward, he fell on the floor. By­ 
standers ran to his assistance, but the ball 
had evidently pierced the base of the brain, 
and in a few moments he expired. As Kal­ 
loch ran out of the door he was seized by a 
citizen, and at the same moment an officer 
came up and took him into custody and con­ 
ducted him to the city prison, where he was 
locked up. NEWS OF THE MURDER 
Flew through the city like the wind, and in 
a few moments the streets in the vicinity of 
the Chronicle office were crowded with people 
eager to learn the particulars of the affair. 
Policemen were at once stationed at the doors 
of the office to keep back the inquisitive 
crowd, and only a few personal friends and 
reporters were admitted. 
In the rear office M. H. de Young, brother 
of deceased, reclined on a lounge, surrounded 
by friends, evidently overcome by the tragedy, 
but with dry eyes and a calm though strained 
voice. He was not present at the time of the 
shooting, having left home after dinner a few 
moments later than Charles. Deceased lay 
on his back on the floor, his 
FACE AND BREAST DABBLED IN BLOOD, 
His eyes closed and his face bearing the calm 
expression noticeable in cases of those dying 
from gunshot wounds. Only one wound was 
found on his person, although at least four 
shots were fired by Kalloch, two having 
pierced the glass doors and partition of the 
office, and the third lodging in the window 
casing. 
YOUNG KALLOCH, 
On being arrested, was, as the arresting offi­ 
cer remarked, the coolest man he ever saw. 
He still carried the smoking pistol in his 
hand, which he surrendered to the officer on 
his way to the station-house. He observed a 
strict reticence, and on being showrn to his 
cell positively refused to have any intercourse 
whatever with representatives of the press. 
In the absence of any explanations from the 
assassin of the causes of the act, it is gener­ 
ally understood to be attributable to a pamph­ 
let which has recently been circulated about 
the city attacking Mayor Kalloch, father 
of De Young’s slayer. During his recent 
visit East it is believed that deceased devoted 
a great deal of attention to gathering up 
matter regarding the past life of Mayor 
Kalloch, for the presumed purpose of either 
using it at the expected trial of deceased on 
a charge of shooting Kalloch last August, or 
of making it Bubserve a journalistic purpose. 
The pamphlet above referred to was a docu­ 
ment of some sixty pages, and recounted the 
details of the Kalloch scandal in Boston and 
other matter of a scandalous nature. The 
pamphlet was anonymous, but young Kalloch 
evidently considered that deceased was re- 
sponsi hie for its publication, and acted ac­ 
cordingly.

[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
Tlie Deed E vidently Deliberate. 
San F rancisco, April -238.—Further in­ 
quiry shows that young Kalloi^Ji fired five 
shots at De Young, of which only one—the 
fourth—took effect. Otherwise the original 
leport of the affair seems to be substantially 
correct. It is evident that the deed was de­ 
liberate. Officer Noyes states that a few 
moments before De Young entered the office 
he saw Kalloch walk along Kearny street 
and peer into the window of the Chronicle 
counting room. He was evidently on the 
watch, awaiting the arrival of his victim. 
THE BODT TAKEN TO THE MORGUE. 
About a quarter past !l o’clock the Cor­ 
oner’s assistants took the body from where it 
had been lying on the floor awaiting his ex­ 
amination, and removed it to a wagon for 
conveyance to the Morgue. The crowd in 
the meantime had increased to thousands, 
blocking up both Kearny and Bush streets. 
It was composed of all classes, evidently in­ 
cluding a great many of sand-lot proclivities, 
aud as the body ivas brought out cheers, 
howls and ejaculations of exultation and 
derision arose. 
The Coroner’s wagon, 
escorted by a squad of police, drove at once to 
the Morgue followed by the hooting, whistling 
and yelling mob. The demonstration was 
confined merely to words, no action of a vio­ 
lent nature occurring. On arriving at the 
Morgue the crowd gathered there for a while 
continued its demonstration, but soon dis­ 
persed, and the officers retired. The conduct 
of the mob called forth many expressions of 
indignation and disgust from the more re­ 
spectable bystanders, but there was nothing 
whatever tending toward any breach of the 
peace. A great concourse still lingered in 
the vicinity of the Chronicle office, discussing 
the affair, but an alarm of fire several blocks 
distant drew many of them away about 10 
o’clock. 
THE PAMPHLET 
Previously referred to proves on examination 
to be simply a full report of the trial of Rev. 
I. S. Kalloch in the case of the Boston scan­ 
dal, with a brief preface, to the effect that it 
was published with no malicious motive, but 
simply to give a plain, unvarnished report of 
the trial. It bore the imprint of Eberhein & 
Co., Boston, 18.57, but is evidently a fresh 
publication. It seems to be admitted that the 
document was issued with a view of influenc­ 
ing public opinion in connection with the ap­ 
proaching trial of De Young, and it may per­ 
haps have been further intended to have some 
bearing upon more immediate issues. 
THE “ CHRONICLE ” TYPOGRAPHICAL TROUBLE. 
It will be remembered that the Chronicle 
ratted its office about ten days ago. The 
Typographical Union and the Amalgamated 
Trades Union took up the fight for the dis­ 
charged Chronicle printers, and have pla­ 
carded the city with appeals to the public to 
withdraw patronage from the paper, and 
have published advertisements to the same 
effect in the interior journals. A mass meet­ 
ing was advertised for to-morrow evening tof 
denounce the course of the Chronicle, which 
was to have been addressed by Mayor Kal- 
lock, among others, and it is possible that the 
publication of the pamphlet was designed to 
have an effect on the present quarrel as well 
as on the coming trial of DeYoung. It is 
as yet too early to gauge the general expres­ 
sion of public opinion on the tragedy, but so 
far as could be gleaned from the talk beard 
on the street this evening, the tenor seemed 
to be that the death of De Young at the 
hands of the son was the legitimate out­ 
growth of the recent attack of deceased upon 
his father. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
Policemen'* «'Inlis I setl Freely. 
San F rancisco, April 23d.—When the 
Coroner’s wagon bearing the body of De 
Young turned from Kearny into Market 
street the crowd made a sort of rush that had 
the appearance of being directed at the 
wagon. It might have been merely a natural 
surge of the concourse following the wagon 
on meeting a crowd gathered on Market 
street, but the police viewing it as an attempt 
at violence used their clubs freely, beating 
back the crowd and inflicting Bevere punish­ 
ment on some of the most forward. Aside 
from this incident there has been no sign of 
violence, and no occasion for the services of 
the police, except in keeping back the press. 
Large throngs still linger around the Chroni­ 
cle office, and at the main and branch offices 
of the Cull and at the Morgue, quietly dis­ 
cussing the affair and waiting with the usual 
morbid interest to hear any further particu­ 
lars obtainable. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
Voting Hiilloch In Prison. 
San F rancisco, April 23d. — Your re­ 
porter called on young Kalloch, and was 
readily admitted to h¡3 cell. He was seated 
in a chair in one of the iron tanka of the City 
Prison, and looked as cool and unconcerned 
as if he had no kind of interest in the bloody 
tragedy just eracted. He greeted your re­ 
ported cordially, but upon learning hi8 busi­ 
ness courteously but firmly 
DECLINED TO SAY A SINGLE WORI) 
About the occurrence. Parties calling were 
denied admittance at his request, unless they 
happened to be acquaintances or representa­ 
tives of the local press. At the time of the 
call he was conversing easily with a friend on 
subjects entirely foreign to the affair, and 
puffed his cigar with an appearance of enjoy 
ment that betokened an undisturbed mind. 
But few of his friends had called on him, bis 
father (the Mayor) not having put in an ap­ 
pearance as yet. It is probable that after 
consultation with friends he will make some 
kind of statement of the shooting and the 
causes that led to it. 
(FIFTH DISPATCn.) 
Another Aeromit. 
San F rancisco, April 23d.—The scene in 
and around the Chronicle office immediately 
after the shooting was one of dismay and con­ 
fusion. The building was guarded on all 
side* by policemen, who only permitted 
friends of deceased and attaches of the office 
to enter. The crowd on the outside rapidly 
increased for an hour after the shooting. 
Both Kearny and Bush streets were block­ 
aded. Inside the office an excited crowd of 
friends was gathered, conversing in subdued 
tones over the occurrence. Behind the coun­ 
ter, stretched on the floor, lay the body of De 
Young, his face covered with a handkerchief, 
his clothes and hands smeared with Mood 


and covered with dust. M. H. De Young 
was stretched on a lounge in his private 
office, overcome with horror, but no other 
relatives of deceased were present. 
THE BRUTAL CONDUCT OK THE MOR. 
In a short time the body was removed from 
the office by order of the Coroner, and placed 
in a wagon to be conveyed to the Morgue. 
On its appearance at the rear door of the 
building it was greeted by the crowd with 
groans, hisses and shouts of derision, and 
when the wagon started up '.Kearny street, 
guarded by a double file of police, it was fol­ 
lowed by a jeering crowd of men and boys, 
who made the night hideous with their yells 
and groans. Along Kearny street the wagon 
slowly passed, followed by an increasing 
throng, among whom it was easy to see were 
many of 
the 
saud - lot crowd, and 
from them almost exclusively came the 
brutal expressions so shocking to the 
moral sense of every decent spectator. 
As the wagon turned into Market street a 
rush by the crowd, seemingly directed toward 
the wagon, called for the interference of the 
police, aud the latter, by a free use of their 
clubs, drove back the hooting mass. After 
this no further demonstration occurred, and 
the body was peaceably conveyed to the 
Coroner’s office, where the remains will await 
the autopsy and inquest, which will take 
place to-morrow. 
No further examination of the body was 
made than just enough to ascertain that only 
one shot took effect. The ball struck him in 
the face, about half an inch to the right of 
the extremity of the nose, and ranging up­ 
ward buried itself in tbe base of the brain, 
causing death in a few seconds. 
ON THE STREET 
The affair is discussed by excited crowds. 
All the newspaper offices are surrounded by 
dense masses of people, and everywhere the 
shooting is the theme of conversation. 
Though taking everybody by surprise, the 
affair is regarded as but another act in the 
tragedy that began with the war between 
De Young and Mayor Kalloch, and produced 
the strong scenes of last fall. 


Rev. I. M. kalloch. 
The slayer of Charles De Young, is a young 
man, probably about 28 or 30 years of age. 
He was born in Massachusetts, and his edu­ 
cation was finished at the Vacaville College, 
California. He was some five years ago ad­ 
mitted to the ministry in the Baptist Church. 
He was for a brief time stationed as pastor 
of Calvary Church, Sacramento, and subse­ 
quently had pastorates in coast counties north 
of San Francisco. Latterly he was installed 
assistant pastor at his father’s church, San 
Francisco. He also holds a position in hi* 
father’s office at the City Hall. He is tall 
and slender and bears but little resemblance 
to his father. He is of quiet demeanor, 
rather austere, and not of that coun­ 
tenance which invites cordiality. 
He 
is very slow of speech and deliberate 
in his utterances. He impresses one as a 
man of strong convictions and determined 
purposes, one rather slow to anger, but when 
aroused cool in manifestations of passion. He 
is the kind of a man who apparently is of a 
very sensitive and a very proud nature, and 
who has natural courage and undoubted reso­ 
lution. His physical appearance would not 
indicate that he would be the man to seek 
personal struggles, or to give or receive vigor­ 
ous blows, but his countenance speaks of de­ 
termination in purpose, thoughtful actions, 
and cool execution of plans once settled upon. 
He lacks the grace of his father on the ros­ 
trum, and his speech is not marked by wit or 
euli zened by humor, his discourses being, on 
the contrary, cast in a grave and serious mold. 
Young Kallocli's Speccli. 
On the 24th of last August, Sunday, the 
day after the shooting of the elder Kalloch 
by Charles De Young, the younger Kalloch 
made a speech at the sand lots, of which the 
following report was furnished by a repre­ 
sentative of the R ecobd-U nion. The speech 
was delivered with more deliberation and yet 
depth of feeling than any of the speeches of 
that day. In the speech will be noticed ut­ 
terances which have new interest at this 
time, and now appear as prophetic. The fol­ 
lowing is the report: 
Wellock then, with great compliments, in­ 
troduced Mr. Kalloch, son of Rev. I. S. 
Kalloch, amid great cheers and cries, “ If the 
old man dies you will be our next Mayor !” 
Kalloch said that in the demonstration he 
recognized the respect of the people for a man 
who lies at death's door for the people. It 
was a sad day for him ; he came from his 
father’s bedside. He might recover. He 
was improving every hour [cheers], and be 
believed he’d be Mayor, and step on the 
grave of th e who shot him down. He 
brought word from the woman who had stood 
by the wounded man thirty years—whose 
name was never taken in vain except by 
Charles De Young. She thanked the Work­ 
ingmen for their forbearance, and asked them 
to do no violence. [Cheers.] He urged that 
quiet be kept, as the excitement would kill 
his father. The party in the last 24 hours 
had won a bright name in history, never to 
be effaced. [Cheers.] No man living would 
sooner shoot a bullet into the corpse of De 
Young than he. [Cheers.] No one had a 
better right to kill the beast. [Cheers.] But 
he asked for the law to be allowed to take its 
course, and that the people see to it and make 
it take its course. [Cries of “ We will, we 
will.”] He expected to live to see the corpse 
of the assassin, De Young. The people of 
California demand that De Young shall not 
again walk the streets alive. [Wild cheers.] 
Keep the peace, but law and order will not 
do it, if the law will not kill De Young. I 
appeal to you to help me kill the villain. 


Reception of the News nt Stockton. 
Stockton, April 23d.—Immediately after 
the receipt of the news of the De Young 
tragedy the subject was discussed in hotels 
and bar-rooms. The general impression is 
that the action of young Kalloch is only the 
natural feeling of a son toward a man who 
was slandering his father. No surprise was 
manifested that Charles De Young met his 
end in the way he did. It is regarded as the 
culminating point of that class of journalism. 
Some consider the act little better than 
assassination, because young Kalloch gave 
no opportunity to De Young to defend 
himself. The sympathy here is certainly 
with young Kalloch. 
At Ban .love. 
S an J o se, April 23d.—The news of the 
killing of De Young by young Kalloch was 
received here with great surprise and consid­ 
erable comment. The prevailing expression 
was sympathy for the De Youngs, though 
some seemed to think that the shooting was 
justifiable. The Timet issued an extra at 10 
p. M., giving the fullest particulars that could 
be obtained np to that time, and hundreds of 
copies were distributed. The affair is the all­ 
absorbing topic of conversation.

SETTING MILK FOR CREAM. 
As batter-making is already one of the 
principle dependencies of a large number of 
farmers’ families in the State, and as many 
of these families are comparatively inex­ 
perienced in the art of handling milk so as 
to secure the largest quantity of cream from 
it, we give below some experiments in 
setting milk for cream in deep and shallow 
pans, together with the practical results ob- 
t lined from the same. We will premise 
that very much depends upon the handling 
and setting of the milk, both as to the quan­ 
tity and quality of the butter obtained; 
also, that owing to the low prices of butter 
now ruling, aud still lower that are likely to 
follow, it becomes all to study the greatest 
economy in all their operations in the dairj. 
All who have followed butter-making to any 
extent and have thought of the subject in 
the light of labor-saving, will readily ad­ 
mit that in this particular there would be a 
considerable advantage in the use of. large 
over small vessels to set milk in. In the first 
place a large, deep pan that would hold the 
milk from ten to fifteeu cows would cost con­ 
siderably less than from forty to fifty small, 
commor, ten-quart milk pans required to 
hold the same quantity. Then, again, it 
would require considerably less work to wash 
and care for the one large pan than for that 
number of small ones, and the wear and tear 
of the one would be much less than that of 
the many. So, also, the space occupied by 
the one pan would be much less than re­ 
quired for the many, and the shelving would 
be less expensive. Another consideration in 
favor of the large vessel plan is that the qual­ 
ity of each cow’s milk is different in many 
respects from the quality oi each other cow’s 
milk. The milk from some cows will begin 
to sour sooner than that from others, and 
should be skimmed sooner and the cream 
churned sooner, or the quality of the butter 
will suffer from delay. The cream rises 
sooner from some cows’ milk than from that of 
others, and therefore each cow’s milk requires 
a little different treatment to secure the best 
results. By the use of large pans the milk 
of ten to fifteen cows would be mixed, and 
the different qualities of milk would be equal­ 
ized, and a uniform treatment rendered more 
appropriate. Milk is a very delicate mate­ 
rial to experimenrwitb, and tke greatest of 
care is necessary in conducting these experi­ 
ments to secure results that will be of any 
guide to the average butter-mnker. It will 
not do to set a few milkings from the same 
cows in ohe style of pans, aud a few from the 
same in another, and to take the result of the 
experiment as a satisfactory solution of the 
question as to which is the best. The experi­ 
ments must take into account all the intrica­ 
cies of the subject, and must be conducted 
through a period of time sufficient to develop 
all phases of the business. Few such experi­ 
ments have been made, and hence the ques­ 
tion whether small and shallow or large and 
deep vessels are the best for setting milk 
in for cream to rise is still in dispute. 
The experiment of some individual operators 
have settled it to their own satisfaction in one 
way, while the experiments of others have 
settled it with equal satisfaction to them­ 
selves in the other way. In order that our 
readers who are interested in the sub­ 
ject may study the matter from the 
standpoint of what appears to be a carefully 
made experiment, we will give below the de­ 
tails of such an experiment, together with the 
results obtained in each case. 
FIRST EXPERIMENT. 
One hundred and forty pounds of milk from 
a certain number of cows was placed in a 
wide-mouthed can and cooled down to a tem­ 
perature of 75° by placing the can in a tub of 
water and stirring. Seventy pounds wer* 
then weighed out and set in pails seven and 
one-half inches deep, and the other seventy 
pounds set in pans two and one-half inches 
deep. At the next milking 110 pounds were 
cooled and divided and set in the 
same way. 
Thus 125 pounds of milk 
had been set in the same way, one lot in deep, 
and an equai lot treated in the samkway in 
shallow pans, and both lots remained in the 
same cellar with the same surroundings and 
temperature from OS” to 70”. rlhe night’s 
milk was skimmed thirty-six hours after 
getting and the morning’s milk twenty-six 
hours after setting. The milk was all sour. 
The cream from the two settings in shallow 
pans was kept separate from that from tUe 
two settings in deep pans and all hung in the 
same well to cool off. Both lots were then 
churned in the same churn, one immediately 
after the other, ar.d the cream from the shal­ 
low pans produced 5 pounds 4 ounces and 
that from the deep pans 4 pounds 8 ounces of 
butter. 
A SECOND EXPERIMENT 
Was then made, as follows: One hundred 
and eighty-four pounds was mixed and cooled 
and set in the same manner as before, one 
half set in the shallow pans 21 inches deep 
and the other half in pails 7h inches 
deep. 
The next milking 148 pounds 
more was cooled and set in the same 
way, making 106 pounds of milk in shallow, 
and 166 pounds in deep pans. The milk in 
the pails soured in thirty-six hours, ana that 
in the pans in forty-two hours, but it was all 
kimmed at the same time, and the cream 
cooled and churned as before. The cream 
from the 1G6 pounds of milk in pans gave 6 
pounds and 6 ounces of butter, while that 
from the pails gave 5 pounds and 5 ounces. 
The deep setting took 31.26 pounds of milk 
for a pound of butter, while that of the shal­ 
low setting took 2G.04 pounds of milk for one 
pound of butter. The difference in the 
quantity of butter obtained from the two 
methods of setting the milk being in this 
latter case possibly increased by the imper­ 
fect manner of cooling, and it being pretty 
airtain that this worked against the deep 
setting, it was determined to make a 
THIRD EXPERIMENT. 
One hundred and ninety pounds of milk 
wa3 mixed thoroughly and put into a pan 36 
inches in diameter and 13 inches deep, and 
set into a tub 40 inches in diameter, 
and surrounded by cool spring water till 
it was cooled down to 68°, stirring while cool­ 
ing. Ninety-five pounds of this cooled milk 
was set deep as before, and 95 pounds shallow 
At the next milking 172 pounds was mixed 
and cooled in the same way, to the same 
temperature, and set deep and shallow as be­ 
fore, making 181 pounds in deep and 181 in 
shallow dishes. All soared alike in 36 hours, 
and was churned at the same time and in the 
same manner. The deep setting gave 6 
pounds 4 nnnces, and the shallow setting 7- 
pounds 4 ounces of butter. It took this time 
2S.96 ponnds of deep-setting to make one 
pound of butter, and 24.96 pounds of shallow 
setting to make the same. 
It may be that more careful experiments 
eeuU be made; but certainly those set forth 
above point uniformly to shallow setting of 
milk as the beet for the production of butter. 
The above experiments, it will be noticed, 
.only go to the extent of pointing oat more 


favorable results from shallow setting of 
milk than from deep setting, but do 
not in the least indicate 
the best 
depth for setting. It fcay be that a setting 
even more shalkiw than the one used, 21 
inches, would give even better results. One 
thing we are certain of, that it will pay all 
dairy men to mix the milk from a laige num­ 
ber of cows together befoie setting for cream, 
so as to obtain uniformity in the milk and 
secure a uniformity in the time of souring 
and skimming. 
A WET FARMING COUNTRY. 
It is safe to say that the Sacramento river 
bottom lands constitute a wet section of 
country to farm in at the present time. 
These lands are the best lands in the State, 
and yet from the fact of their being sub­ 
merged so late in the season it is prob­ 
able tbe crops produced on them this 
season will not begin to pay for the 
labor expended and the seed planted. 
Very nearly all the crops already planted on 
them are destroyed, and it is not probable 
that the water will recede so that planting 
can begin again to any extent before the mid­ 
dle of June. These larris are also the best 
alfalfa-producing lands in the State, but it is 
certain that four-fifths of the alfalfa meadows 
on the same are now completely ruined, and 
cannot be seeded again till next season. Thus 
one of the best sections of the State is almost 
a blank fn production this year, aud the pro- 
duting value of the State is reduced by 
millions of dollars. 
A 5MUT CROP POSSIBLE. 
We cited the strong root growth of the 
wheat plant this season as a probable pre­ 
ventative of smut in wheat this season. The 
theory that a strong plant is more able to 
withstand disease is undoubtedly as true as 
the theory that a strong ruan can resist dis­ 
ease better than a weak one. But even the 
strongest men succumb to disease under un­ 
favorable circumstances. The same is true 
of the wheat plant. The crop is not out of 
danger. Should the weather come off sud­ 
denly warm, the growth of straw would be 
very rapid and luxuriant, and the steam 
arising from the wet soil would create a very 
wet, muggy atmosphere. These are the cir­ 
cumstances most favorable to the growth of 
the fungus known as rust. The farmers may 
therefore well be excused if they hope for 
cool weather for the good of the crops, 
though other people generally would like to 
see a few spring days, just to realize that we 
can have spring once more. 


A r p.ai. Disturbances from Bathing.— 
The frequency of attacks of aural inflam­ 
mation from bathing demanda more than a 
mere mention, for complete deafness may 
result from the injuries to the ear from 
this cause, and partial impairment is fre­ 
quent. These injuries from bathing are 
mainly due to the fact that man is not 
afforded the protection to the ear which 
amphibious animals possess, and hence the 
water may act injuriously iu various ways. 
In surf bathing the mere force of contact, 
when the water flows into the ear, may 
injure the tympanic membrane, and when 
an incoming w ave dashes against the face, 
water may freely enter the mouth or nose, 
and thus be driven into the ears through 
the Eustachian tubes. 
The presence of 
cold water for a long time in the canal 
leading to the ear, as when much diving is 
done, may set up inflammationrin the canal 
or in the tympanic membrane, which may 
extend to the drum cavity itself. Ill effects 
may be produced by allowing the ears, 
head and body to dry in a current of air 
after coming out of the water. Sea-water 
is probably more obnoxious thau fresh, on 
account of its coni|»aratively low tempera­ 
ture, and the large quantity of salt it 
holds in solution. A long continuance in 
the water should be avoided. The Russian 
bath should not be taken without protect­ 
ing the ears when the cold plunge is used. 
Di ving is, however, the most dangerous 
practice connected with bathing, for it is 
difficult to keep water from entering the 
ears, or nose and mouth. In diving, the 
pressure of water on the tympanic mem­ 
brane from without may cause vertigo. 
Even syringing the ears gently is known 
in some instances to occasion decided diz­ 
ziness. 
A n E x tin c t F a m ily .—It is a curious 
fact that there are no known descendants 
of Christopher Columbus left on earth. 
He had two sons, one of whom, Don Diego, 
rose to distinction as an Admiral, and the 
other, Fernando, as a scholar. Fernando 
was a great traveler. He not only thrice 
visited America, but subsequently trav­ 
ersed the whole of Europe and almost 
every accessible portion of Asia and Africa. 
He appears to have been a profound 
scholar and a thoroughly good man. In 
his will he stipulated that his library, con­ 
taining 20,000 volumes, which he gave to 
the Cathedral of Seville, should be free to 
tbe people, and it is so to this day. From 
books in this collection the late Washing­ 
ton Irving obtained a considerable portion 
of the information on which his ‘‘Life of 
Columbus” was founded. The following 
quaint epitaph, almost obliterated by time, 
appears upon the tablet which marks the 
site of his tomb : “ W hat does it profit me 
to have sprinkled the whole world with 
my sw eat; to have three times crossed to 
the New World-discovered by my father; 
to have embellished -the shores of the tran­ 
quil Gaudalquiver and preferred my sim­ 
ple tastes rather than the riches ; or that 
I have assembled round thee the divinities 
from the source of Castalia and offered to 
thee the riches gathered by I’tolemy ; if, 
passing in silence over this stone, thou 
should’st fail to address a single salutation 
to my father’s memory, or to myself a 
slight remembrance ?”

S om ething A bo ut C a tfish .—A gentle­ 
man writing from Con Cow, Butte county, 
to one who has been much engaged in fisli- 
culture in California, says : “ The catfish 
that we placed in the reservoir here a year 
ago last July seem to have done well. As 
tor the young of last year’s spawn, they 
are from four to seven inches long, and 
some of them are full of spawn, notwith­ 
standing their size and age. I went trout- 
tiahing the other evening, and to my sur­ 
prise 1 could catch nothing but cattish— 
the first two were about six inches in 
length each—then I caught one or two 
smaller, and put them back in the 
water, 
saving 
the 
first 
two to 
take to the house 
to 
look 
at, 
for they were the prettiest lish I ever laid 
my eyes upon, except gold fish. They 
were of a beautiful golden hue, the under 
parts of the head and the sides were yel­ 
low, while the backs were dark or bruvvn, 
and the bellies were more whitish. They 
were as pretty as bright twenty-dollar 
pieces, if alloyed with silver. I did not 
wish to catch those little beauties, and I 
moved to another point with my hook and 
line, aud the first tiling I caught was one 
of the old stock ; a tine fellow he was, 
too, about fourteen or fifteen inches 
long and as fat as a fish could be. He, 
too, was of a beautiful golden tint, 
l’lien I caught three more of the golden 
beauties, small ones, and put them back, 
and moved to still another place with the 
same result—nothing but catfish, so I con­ 
cluded to quit for the time. Trout have 
begun biting here, and we have caught two 
line strings, the first this spftng. The 
reservoir fell very low this winter, and the 
water is quite muddy ; perhaps that is 
partly the cause of the cattish being so 
yellow ; for the present, if you please, wc 
will give them the name of ‘‘golden cats,” 
which I think vt ry appropriate. I see by an ar­ 
ticle iu the N a i’ r a m e sto W e e k ly U nion that 
some were caught of the same kind near 
that city. I hardly think they w ill grow 
to be larger than twelve or liltcen inches 
in length, but those here are certainly 
sweet and delicious fish for the table. If 
we only had some of the lake whitefish up 
here we would try to propagate them in 
lakes not far off. We are anxious to re­ 
ceive some carp whenever they are to be 
had.” [Regarding the “ golden cats,” 
they are a well-defined and distinct species 
of catfish, and naturally of that color. 
They will grow- to greater size than the 
darker colored ones and are deemed mere 
delicate food. A correspondent of the 
R ecokd-U m on some time since set forth 
the facts concerning them, and how they 
were brought to this State and where 
planted.] 
P ractical H ints to S w im m ers.—Prof. 
Marquis Bibboro, of the Rojal Polytechnic, 
Loudon, Eng., gave an exhibition of swim­ 
ming on Friday last at the Central Park 
Bathing Establishment in this ci:jT, which 
probably has never before been equaled in 
this country. His programme contained 
nine parts, the majority of which were full 
of instruction, and contained many new 
aud useful suggestions to both tyros and 
experts, treating of “ How to act in case of 
shipwreck,” illustrated ; “ How to undress 
on tire surface of the water,” “ Useful 
swimming,” showing the different variety 
of strokes ; “ How to breathe while swim­ 
ming, and how non-swimmers may save 
their . l i v e s “ Easy ways of turning in 
the water on back and chest,” was the 
Professor’s amusing way of showing a 
“ learner’s difficulties without a teacher 
“ Ornamental swimming,” “ Swimming 
with hands and feet bound.” Parts 7 and 
8—“ Submarine feats,” “ How to save a 
person from drowning,” “ How to break 
away from the grip of a drowning person,” 
and “ How to restore the apparently 
drowned” — were 
the 
most 
useful 
parts of the exhibition. 
The Professor, 
using his attendant for a drowning person, 
showed that a single lock of hair was 
sufficient to draw tiie floating body ashore 
with, if the person retained sufficient pres­ 
ence of mind to keep quiet. If the person* 
struggles, as is usually the case, he should 
be approached from Dehind, his head lieli 
fin the rescuer’s breast, and both go ashore 
on their hacks. The dro .vning person fre­ 
quently grasps his rescuer, and endangers 
both their lives. In this case, if Ins head | 
can be got under the surface again for a few 
moments it will confuse him, and breaking 
away is comparatively easy. .Should he grasp 
his rescuer by the wrists, a quick wrench 
of tbe arms will break his hold. Should 
lie grasp him from behind, his hold must 
be looseued by wrenching back his fingers, 
as in ordinary cases. When the drowning 
person gets his arms firmly clasped around 
his rescuer’s neck or around Ins waist, or 
gets any other dangerous hold, the rescuer 
may instantly free himself by putting two 
of his fingers to the drowning person’s nos­ 
trils, and thus forcing his head back. 'Phis' 
will make a man loosen any hold, in the 
water or out of it. Even a drowning man 
cannot keep his grip when this plan is re­ 
sorted to.—[Forest and Stream, April Sth. 
A P le a f o r E x e rc ise .—The Chicago 
Field says r “ With spring, the birds and 
sunshine, comes the season of athletic 
sports. The hook-worm, moldy in the 
solitude of his library and dusty archives, 
thinks lightly of such life-giving and mus­ 
cle-producing enjoyments. 
The tireless 
broker, with shattered nervous system and 
no thought save of an increased per cent, 
per mouth, or a scheme to shave the already 
hard-pushed borrower, contemptuously 
passes all notice of cricket or rowing* The 
sallow-faced and over-worked merchant 
calculates only upon wheat, pork and mar­ 
gins. líe forgets that lie is buying his 
wealth with his health and paying a fear­ 
ful interest by his one-sided sedentary life.

The new Amerioan Art Gafiery, Bj.-ton, 
has opened its doors. 
The sale of pictures from Norton Bush's 
studio, Sacramento, recently, is recorded 
as among the largest art saLs ot the in­ 
terior. 
The project of an annual art exhibition 
upon a world-wide basis is under discussion 
among the supporters of the Boston Art 
Museum. 
The new Etching Club at San Francisco 
is a success, aud promises to lead to the 
formation ot other art associations iu spe­ 
cial lines. 
Sir Wm. Bradford, the eminent painter, 
spent several days of this week iu Sacra­ 
mento. He came from a w interiug amidst 
the icy splendors of Yosemite, and de­ 
scribed one temple of ice under Yosemite 
fall which rises sheer 600 feet, a marvel of 
natural architecture, clear as crystal, and 
awe inspiring in its grandeur.

If there were no other reason why we 
should know something of past styles, it 
would be sufficient that, in the absence of 
any marked national style among us at 
present, w-e have taken to “ reviving” in 
succession all manner of bygone styles. 
The ornament of to-day is to so great an 
extent a reflection, or perhaps rather a dis­ 
tortion, of old work, that one cannot well 
discuss it without reference to its origin. 
These “ revivals,” irrational as they are in 
themselves, are not without good results. 
W’e have such a wealth of old wink about us, 
accessible through modern facilities of 
travel, purchasable through modern pro­ 
cesses of reproduction, brought to our no­ 
tice bj- modern methods of publication, 
that we cannot escape their influence if 
we would (which is not tbe case); 
and the “ revivals” have involved such 
study of these styles that, when we shall 
have arrived at reason and begin to express 
ourselves naturally in the language oí our 
own day, it will surely toll in our work.—

Almost the first function of ornr.m at is 
to compensate, correct, or qualify the fim- 
plicity or ugliness of form dictated by ne­ 
cessity. It is a common mistake to suppose 
that this is to be done by overlaying it 
with enrichment, and hiding it under a 
heap of ornament. 
The simplest and 
most obvious lines on which to build a 
house, the inevitable construction of a ma­ 
chine, the traditional shape of a piece of 
furniture, the convenient form of a gns- 
ptpe—each and all of these may be far 
from beautiful, but that is scarcelj- an ar­ 
gument why they should be smothered with 
scrollery. If the necessary form is indeed 
beyond description, there are only two 
courses—either to do without it, or to 
put up with it as it is. 
But it is 
not often so hopeless as that. 
In most 
cases a little careful consideration will 
show that some of tne objectionable fea­ 
tures may be omitted or supplanted by 
others more presentable, and that the ¡11- 
t fleet of some may be counteracted by 
decorative features that in no way inter­ 
fere with the use or even with the char­ 
acter of the object It is not quantity 
of ornament that tells, but ornament 
in the right place; a few cross-bands 
here and there to break the dispro­ 
portionate length, parallel stripes to coun­ 
teract the appearauce of thickness, 
occasional rosettes or flowers to distract 
attention from the less interesting parts 
of the construction—simple devic<« like 
these arc often qnite enough to redeem a 
form from ugliness.

Sunlight at Home. 
Whether your home be large or small,give 
it light. There is no house so likely to be 
unhealthy as a dark and gloomy house. Iu 
a dark and gloomy house you can never 
see the dirt that pollutes it. Dirt accumu­ 
lates on dirt, and the mind soon learns to 
apologize for this condition because the 
gloom conceals it. “ It is no credit to be 
clean in this hole of a place,” is soon the 
sort of idea that the housewife gets into 
her mind ; the “ place is always dingy, do 
what you may,” is another similar and 
common idea ; and so in a dark house un­ 
wholesome things get stowed away and 
forgotteu, and the air becomes impure, and 
when the air becomes impure the digestive 
organs become imperfect iu action, and 
soon there is some shade of bad health en­ 
gendered in those persons who live in that 
dark house. Flowers will not healthily 
bloom iu a dark house, and flowers are, as 
a rule, good indices. W’e put the flowers 
in our windows that they may see the 
light. Are not our children worth many 
flowers ? They are the choicest of flowers. 
Then again light is necessary in order that 
the animal spirits may be kept refreshed 
and invigorated. No one is truly happy 
who in waking hours is in a gloomy house 
or room. The gloom of the prison has ever 
been considered as a part , of the punish­ 
ment of the prison, and it is so. The mind 
is saddened in a home that is not flushed 
with light, and when the mind is saddened 
the whole physical powers soon suffer ; the 
heart beats languidly, the blood flows 
slowly, the breathing is imperfect, the ox­ 
idation of the blood is reduced, and the 
conditions are laid for the development of 
many wearisome and unnecessary constitu­ 
tional failures and sufferings. Once again, 
light, sunlight I mean, is of itself useful 
to health in a direct manner. Sunlight fa­ 
vors nutrition ; sunlight favors nervous 
function ; sunlight sustains, chemically or 
physically, the healthy state of the blood. 
Children and older persons living in dark­ 
ened places become blanched or pale ; they 
have none of the ruddy, healthy bloom of 
those who live in light. We send a child 
that has lived in a dark court in London 
for a few days only into the sunlight, and 
how marked the change. 
We hardly 
know' the face again. Let us keep, then, 
this word in our minds light, light, light; 
sunlight. 
_______ 
The Bed-room. 
As a rule I regret to record that from 
want of appreciation of what is most 
healthy, in opposition to a keen apprecia­ 
tion of what is most fashionable, the bed­ 
room is too often the part of the house that 
is least considered. It may be in any part 
of the house. There is no room too much 
out of the way or too little cared for that 
may not be a bed-room. “ This is only a 
bed-room” is the commonest«bservation of 
the woman who is deputed to show you 
over an empty house that stands to be let. 
“ We can turn the dressing-room into a 
bed-room whenever we like,” is not un- 
frequently a housewife’s, and even a good 
housewife’s, expression. “ Give me a shake­ 
down somewhere,” is the request of the un­ 
expected traveler or visitor who wants to 
stay with you all night. “ Anywhere will 
do, so long as it is a bed.” “ This is only 
an attic; but it is large enough for 
one servant, you know, and two have 
slept iu it many a time before now.” 
These are 
the 
kind of 
ordinary 
terms that are applied to bed-rooms as 
apologies for something that is confessedly 
but ohservedly w’rong about them. The 
language itselt implies error ; but it is far 
from expressing the whole of the error that 
really exists. When we enter the bedroom 
we too often find it, though it may be a 
good-sized room, altogether unsuited as a 
sleeping department. It may be situated 
either at the back or the front of the house; 
it may or may not have a fireplace, and if 
it should have a fireplace the register maj­ 
or may not be open. The windows maybe 
large or small, according to mere caprice of 
the builder, or of accident, or of necessitj- ; 
and whether the window will open or shut 
from the top or the bottom sash, or from 
both, is a iriatter of smallest consequence. 
As a rule the bedroom windows that have 
a double sash open only from the bottom, 
and it is the most usual occurrence to find 
the sash-lines out of gear altogether, or the 
frames in a bad state, so that the sash has 
to be supported with care, or “ humored,” 
whenever it has to be opened or closed. 
Then to the window, that the room 
may look snug and comfortable, must be 
muslin blinds (half blinds), roller blinds, 
and very often heavy curtains. When the 
window is opened the roller blind blows 
out like the sail of a boat, or blows in, at 
the risk of knocking down the looking- 
glass. Some Venetian blinds, which are 
never in order for two months together, 
take the place of the roller blinds, and it 
becomes quite an art to manage the laths, 
though these blinds are ou the wffiole the 
best. Then the walls of bed-rooms are in 
most instances covered with paper, and of 
all rooms in the house they are least fre­ 
quently papered. “ The lower rooms must 
be papered, they look so very dirtj’ ; the 
bed-rooms are dingy, but they may stand 
over another year ; nobody sees them.” To 
carry out further the idea of snugness, the 
bed-rooms are carpeted, it may be over 
their whole surface right up to the walls of 
the rooms, and the carpet is nailed down, 
so that it may be swept without being 
dragged out ot its place.—[Dr. Richardson. 
A Receipt for Curing Hams. 
The best receipt two hams to cure: 
W ith three handfulls of salt, be sure 
To scrub them well—but scrub no more 
Till two daj’S pass—then as before, 
W ith fresh salt you may scrub'again. 
When two days longer they have lain 
In leaden or in earthen trough, 
As chums in pickle, snug enough, 
Three ounces of black pepper take, 
Three ounces of saltpeter's cake, 
Biy salt, three-quarters of a pound, 
Which separately rub all round. 
Then, w'rapt like mummies iu cloth case, 
Upon them a great weight j-ou place, 
For thus the brine squeez’d out, d’ye see, 
Shall give them more solidity. 
After nine days rubb’d, turned and press’d, 
They’ll want another nine days’ rest. 
(Some folks would turn them ev’ry da\r, 
If so, the brine won’t clear away.) 
Then from their swaddling clothes release 
’em, 
* 
Dry-wiped, two daj’s together dress ’em, 
With a full pound of treacle-jellj-. 
When six mouths hung, thej ’11 please, I 
* tell ye, 
So that whoe’er shall cut them then, 
Shall wish to “ cut aud come again.” 
—[Caterer. 
Receipts. 
Oyster-Teant Salad.—Scrape and boil 
the roots in water, slightly salted ; when 
sufficiently cooked, if anj- of the skiD re­ 
mains, rub it off when cold. Make an 
ordinary French dressing, pour over, and 
let it stand about an hour before using. 
T apioca C u s ta rd .— 1. Soak three large 
tablespoonfuls of tapioca over night in a 
pint of cold water ; the next morning add 
one quart of milk, a little salt, and boil ; 
four eggs, one-half cupful of sugar ; flavor 
with lemon or vanilla ; a meringue can be 
made from the whites of the eggs by 
adding a little powdered sugar, and brown­ 
ing it in the oven. 2. Oue teacupful of 
tapioca dissolved in water over night; 
beat three eggs and one cup of sugar 
together, and stir into the tapioca ; then 
add one quart sweet milk ; stir w ell; bake 
in pudding-dish until custard thickeus. 
T u rk e y S tu ffin g .—Boil the livers until 
perfectly tender in just water enough to 
cook them, with half a salt spoonful of salt; 
take the crumb of a five-cent loaf of stale 
baker’s bread, crumble it in the hand, and 
mix the well-chopped liver with it ; add a 
table-spoonful of batter, half a grated nut­ 


meg, a salt spoon of salt, the same of white 
pepper, as much cayenne as will go on the 
end of a pocket-kn'fe blade, and about a 
gill of milk—just enough to make it hold 
together. Tlie general fault of stuffing is 
that it is too soft. Try the turkey stuffed 
with Jerusalem artichokes, and you will 
find it excellent. 
P o le n ta .—About a pint of water was 
put into a stew-pan to boil, in which a 
pinch of salt was added. The Indian meal, 
ground coarser thau we use it, was stirred 
into it until it was thick. As soon as it 
puffed up, the bubbles of steam escaping 
from it, it was taken from the fire and 
poured into a thick cloth on a table and 
made into a big ball. When cold it was 
cut in slices, sprinkled with grated Par­ 
mesan cheese, and fried in oil or butter. 
If sausages are fried, slices of polenta are 
cooked with them. 
B ak ed D rie d P e as.—Three pints of 
dried peas ; seven quarts of cold water ; 
three pounds of bacon or salt pork ; pick 
over the peas ; wash and soak them over 
night in cold water ; drain and pour them 
into a pot with the bacon or pork, the lat­ 
ter previously cleansed ; cover and boil 
gently ; remove the scum as it rises ; w hen 
the peas become soft drain and mash them, 
put them into a baking dish, smooth the 
top, place the bacon or pork on top, put 
the dish into the oven and bake brown. 
The liquor from the peas may be strained, 
put into a pot, thickened over the tire with 
Indian meal (about four or five table­ 
spoonfuls to a pint), and boiled gently 
about one hour. 
When cold it maj' be 
sliced and fried. 
^ 
B rea d a n d B u tte r P u d d in g .—Slice a 
stale loaf of baker’s bread rather thin, 
crust and all, and butter lightly on both 
sides ; butter a baking dish aud flour it 
lightly ; lay a single layer of the slices of 
bread all over the dish, sides and all ; wash 
and pick one-half pound of currants, pick 
and stone one-half pound of raisins, and 
slice verj' thin two ounces of citron, and 
mix thoroughly, and scatter thinly over 
the bread and butter. Then build it up 
in this way : Make a mixture of four eggs, 
a quart of milk, and one-half pound of 
sugar, and pour cold into the dish which 
ha3 the bread, currants, etc.; put the bak­ 
ing dish iu a pan of water, and let it cook 
for three-quarters of an hour in a moder­ 
ately-heated oven. Eat hot or cold. 
Pum pkin P ie.—The less water you use 
to boil your pumpkin in the better. Slice 
the pumpkin, and don't scrape it too much 
inside—the inside is the best; stew with 
water, in which you put a pinch of salt, 
until the meat is tender ; mash it and pass 
it through a fine sieve while it is h o t; after 
straining add au eighth of a pound of but­ 
ter, if you have about two quarts of 
stewed pumpkin ; now, to every quart add 
a quart of milk and three eggB, beating up 
your whites and yelks separately; use 
white sugar, and sweeten to taste, with 
cinnamon and nutm eg; I don’t U 9e any 
ginger ; when you bake your pies y'ou want 
a hot oven ; pour it ou thiek ; a thin pump­ 
kin pie is not right.—[Old Housekeeper. 
Crullers.—Noticing that you give dates 
for your receipts—not that they are better 
for that, but only because people think so— 
here is one for crullers, taken from an old 
manuscript receipt-book written in New 
York in 1S7S : “ Take of buttermilk one- 
half of a cup, and two cupfuls of Miisca- 
vado, a piece of sweet butter as large as a 
walnut, a teaspoonful of salt and a table­ 
spoonful of ground cass (cinnamon ?), just 
as much wheaten flour as will make a run­ 
ning dough ; roll it even, not above a pie 
thickness ; cut in strips, which tie over in 
lover’s knots; have a skillet with sneet 
home-made hog’s fat, and when the fat is 
hissing hot frj' j'our crullers.” I tried this 
receipt with some hesitation, as there was 
no salaratus in it, and was surprised to 
And it made a light cruller.—[Historical 
Mary, in New York Times.

THE KILLING OF CHARLES DE YOUNG. 


FCRESEADOWINGS. 
The Nation recently published some im­ 
aginary reports of rulings of United States 
Courts, for the purpose of showing the 
scope and significance of the late Supreme 
Court decisions. One of these suppositi­ 
tious cases is as follows: The Supreme 
Court of Illinois is represented as ruling 
that it is in the power of local school 
boards to make obligatory the reading of 
the Bible iu the public schools. This case 
being removed into the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court in Chicago, the decision of the 
Supreme Court is reversed, on the ground 
that it is an invasion of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, in that it deprives Roman 
Catholics of an equal enjoyment of 
their civil rights in the matter of educa­ 
tion. The Supreme Court of the United 
States, however, presently comes upon 
the scene and reverses a decision of a 
State Supreme Court made in harmony 
with the above ruling of the Illinois 
Circuit Court, on the ground that Protest­ 
ant Christians have their rights under the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 
“ It had been 
“ objected, on the argument, that this 
“ position was inconsistent with a ruling 
“ in Chicago, by the United States Circuit 
“ Court there sitting, To the effect that 
“ reading the Bible in the school* could not 
“ be constitutionally enforced, as the 
“ effect 
was 
to 
impair 
the civil 
“ rights of the Roman Catholics.” But 
this objection was triumphantly refuted 
by Judge Strong. 
“ It proves,” ho 
said, 
“ that under the 
Fourteenth 
“ Amendment the right of 110 class can be 
“ invaded, and that the Fourteenth Amend- 
“ rnent, as it was lately rendered by a dis­ 
tinguished Federal Judge in Virginia 
“ (Rives, J.), in fact as well as in theory 
“ proclaims liberty throughout the Und. 
“ It might, indeed, be argued that this 
“ breaks up the schools, since they cannot 
“ at the same time read, and not read, the 
“ Bible. The objection, however, is irre­ 
le v a n t; and if the schools interfere with 
“ civil rights, so much the worse for the 
“ schools.” The point of this satire is 
very keen, and it shows how easily the late 
doctrines of the Supreme Court may be 
used to support any and every invasion of 
State sovereignty, and how the most con­ 
tradictory an l iffitually destructive propo­ 
sitions may be based upon it. 


GOING TO FIEC.ES. 
The San Francisco stock market is going 
to pieces rapidly. We predicted, when 
the Brauuhart-Tuttle mining stock bill 
was defeated by the lobbying of the brok­ 
ers, that thej- would discover how fatal a 
blander they had made, in a few months, 
but the collapse of the stock business is 
proceeding more rapidly even than we had 
expected. W ith the failure of the last ef­ 
fort to give the public some protection 
against fraud, the decline of popular con­ 
fidence in the Boards has culminated. 
They are doing no business, and there is 
no ground for expecting that the situation 
will improve. In their desperation they 
hare proposed to raise the rates of com­ 
mission, the presumed object being to cut 
off the outside and curbstone brokers, 
and thus secure to the “ regulars ” what 
little 
business 
remains. 
But 
as 
the outsiders always contribute very 
materially to the receipts of the members 
of the Boards, by creating a good deal of 
business which would not otherwise be 
transacted, this proposition would seem to 
be as suicidal as the opposition to the late 
bill. The fact is that the California pub­ 
lic have had their eyes opened very thor­ 
oughly at last on this stock business, and 
so long as the mines are owned as at pres­ 
ent, and managed as at present, and 
sold as at present, there will be no 
revival of the business. 
Those who 
realize this earliest will waste the least 
time by hoping against possibility for a 
sew “ boom.” 


Charles De Yonng, the senior proprietor 
of the San Francisco Chronicle, was last 
night shot and almost instantly killed by 
the son of Dr. Isaac Kalloch. Full de­ 
tails of the tragedy will be found in our 
telegraphic columns. The murderer has 
refused to make any statement regarding 
the motive of his act, but the opinion 
prevails that the immediate provoca­ 
tion was the publication, attributed 
to the deceased, of a pamphlet con­ 
taining a report of the testimony in 
a scandalous case occurring at the 
Bast 
several 
years 
ago, 
and 
in 
which Kalloch senior was defendant. 
The manner of the'killing was deliberate, 
and De Young w as afforded no better op­ 
portunity for defense than he himself had 
given the father of his slayer on a previous 
occasion. It is of course quite impossible 
to regard this case as an ordinary murder 
would be regarded. It many respects it 
has the features of a blood feud of the 
most barbarous period. 
Charles 
De 
Young had urged his enmity against the 
elder Kalloch with the most desperate 
ferocity and recklessness. He had delib­ 
erately attempted to assassinate him, and 
failing in that attempt, he had proceeded 
to rake up every damaging episode in his 
past life, and had, as is now claimed, 
caused 
these circumstances 
to 
be 
paraded over the city and State, 
with an evident determination to destroy 
his adversary. Between the Kalloehs and 
De Young, therefore, no common relations 
subsisted, and De Young had dared and in­ 
vited every retaliation the most frenzied 
exasperation could suggest or inspire. He 
has met the fate which by no means infre­ 
quently closes the careers of men who, like 
him, undertake to elevate themselves to 
power by making whips and fetters of the 
foibles of their fellows, and who prostitute 
the press into a blackmailing agency, the 
iniluence of which is measured by the 
power of exposure it possesses. 
Charles De Young was no common 
man. 
He possessed abilities of a very 
high order in many respects. 
In build­ 
ing up his paper he displayed enterprise, 
energy, administrative talent, boldness 
and persistence, such as might have suf­ 
ficed to win for him a foremost place 
among honorable journalists had liis 
character been better balanced. 
But 
he set out with low ambitions and base 
proclivities. He desired power, but he did 
not care by what means he obtained it. 
He undertook to traffic in the vices and 
weaknesses of mankind. _ His agents 
were spies, his levers were crimi­ 
nal records. 
To get men under 
his 
thumb he ransacked their 
pri­ 
vate history, directing 
all his 
ener­ 
gies to the detection of r.ome past 
error or criire which he could hold over 
his intended victims. He did not seek to 
win his way by beneficence, by cham­ 
pioning reforms, by improving the condi­ 
tion of society. When he espoused a high 
cause it was as a business matter. When 
he exposed wrong-doing it was because it 
paid better than to conceal it. W hat the 
journal he controlled was under his power­ 
ful and sinister management the people of 
this coast have but too much reason to 
remember. No reputation was secure 
against his malice and his cold-blooded 
and systematic detraction. He at times 
made even morality almost abhorrent by 
the villainous uses to which he turned his 
pretended defense of it. The Chronicle has 
often been feared while he controlled its 
utterances, but it has never been respected 
or loved. 
It was possible to admire 
his business sagacity and enterprise, and 
the amazing effrontery with which he 
withstood the consequences of his own 
crimes and infamies, but no man ever be­ 
lieved inwardly that it was a beneficent 
instrument, or that it was other than the 
agency of his selfish purposes and mean 
revenges. 
The man who undertakes journalism on 
Charles De Young’s piano of conduct and 
morals necessarily separates himself out 
from the community, and as necessarily 
takes his life iu his hand. This man, how­ 
ever, had invited liis fate by the incredible 
hardihood with which, after his attempt 
upon the life of Dr. Kalloch, he justified 
and defended assassination in the columns 
of his journal. We pointed out at that 
time the nature of the weapon he 
was thus putting into the hands of liis 
enemies and his victims, and the warning 
praves to have been prophetic. We cannot 
moralize over this death as over that of a 
good citizen who in a noble career had been 
struck down by the hand of the assassin. 
Charles De Young was an Ishmael, whose 
hand was against every man. He had 
sought to make himself a terror to the 
community, and when his own methods 
were retorted upon him he had recourse to 
the cowardly retaliation of the assassin. 
For such a man, living under such a code, 
the ordinary rules of civilized reasoning 
are out of place. He put himself outside 
the pale of the law voluntarily, and 
his 
own measure has 
now 
been 
meted to him again with interest. 
His death is a fresh illustration of the 
wisdom of the old saying that those who 
live by the sword shall perish by the 
sword. He was the type of lawlessness in 
journalism, and he has died a lawless 
death. Let us hope that his career and 
its dreadful close may be a warning to 
Buch as have been dazzled by his dash 
and bravado in the past, but who have 
probably failed to perceive the rottenness 
of the foundation upon which his theory 


of journalism rested. For such journals 
as he made there will soon, we trust, be 
neither room nor tolerance. 


THE 
SITUATION IN THE 
PARTY. 
REPUBLICAN 


The present situation ©f the Republican 
Party is a very remarkable one, and it 
ought to be studied conscientiously. Two 
things are prominently displayed. One is 
the indisposition of the rank-and-file to ac­ 
cept General Grant as their candidate for 
the Presidency. The other is the unmis­ 
takable determination of certain political 
managers to force him upon the party. Of 
these two things, the first is very much 
more intelligible than the second. The 
reasons why the Republican Party should 
not seek General Grant for a candidate are, 
in fact, as plain and clear and simple as 
reasons can be, and they ought also to be 
as convincing. General Grant is a great 
soldier, and his military achievements have 
entitled him fully to the second place at 
least in the country’s list of eminent patri­ 
ots. But as an executive, as an administra­ 
tor, he has proved a failure, and the people 
and the Republican Party have long since 
recorded their convictions on this head. 
The proof of this is easy. General Grant 
went into office in 1872 with overwhelm­ 
ing Republican majorities. 
His party 
had control of both 
houses of Con­ 
gress. 
It could do as it pleased in 
every department of government. 
It 
possessed the confidence of the country. 
When General Grant handed over the Gov­ 
ernment to his successor, where were the 
great majorities with which he had 
commenced his administration: Where 
was the control of Congress ? Where 
was the confidence of the country ? 
All gone, all swept away by that 
tide of maladministration which poured 
over the country during his second 
administration—a tiood of scandals and 
abuses fatal to the party. 
He had lost 
almost everything. The Republican masses 
had manifestly abandoned him, and were 
voting for Democrats. 
Aud the justifica­ 
tion for the abandonment was unquestion­ 
ably strong. 
Whoever will look back to 
that era and recall the persistence and uni­ 
versality of the charges of corruption and 
malfeasance that rang through the air all 
over the country—charges preferred, he it 
remembered, not by Democrats, but by 
Republicans—will realize the profoundness 
of the conviction which broke the Repub­ 
lican majorities and restored the opposi­ 
tion to power in Congress. 
It was 
not here and there a seandal that 
produced these 
results- 
It 
was 
the patent and notorious prevalence of cor­ 
ruption and abuses in almost every depart­ 
ment of the Government. The Treasury 
under Richardson, the Iudian Department 
under Delano, the Department of Justice 
under Williams, the Navy Department un­ 
der Robeson. The W ar Department under 
Belknap. The Custom House at New Or­ 
leans under Casey. The Custom House at 
New York under Leet and Murphy. The 
scandals of Simmons in Boston, of Shep­ 
herd in Washington, of Babcock in. the St. 
Louis whisky trials, of Scheuck in the 
English Mission : these and many other 
specimen cases made it impossible for the 
country to doubt the truth of the arraign­ 
ment brought against President Grant’s 
second administration, and dissolved the 
bonds which had previously united his 
fortunes with 
those of the Republican 
Party. It was evident that he was not 
fitted for an 
executive civil officer. 
It 
was evident that he was incapable of choos­ 
ing his friends well. It was evident that 
he utterly misconceived the theory of Amer­ 
ican Government, and that he regarded 
the Presidency as his personal acquisition, 
to be dealt with as suited ‘his personal 
convenience or caprice, aud without a 
thought of responsibility to the people. 
His maxim about standing by his 
friends when they were under fire con­ 
clusively demonstrated this, and his cool 
indifference to public opinion, as mani­ 
fested in his promotion of a member of his 
Government who had been compelled to 
resign because of the exposure of his cor­ 
rupt practices. When, therefore, he left 
office, he had very nearly destroyed the 
Republican party, and the rank aud file of 
that party do not forget this. It is im­ 
possible that they should desire the nom­ 
ination of General Grant. Nothing lias 
occurred to weaken or modify the opin­ 
ions to which the events of his second 
administration compelled them. He is the 
same man, with the same foibles and the 
same disabilities. There is no more ground 
for expecting that he would make a good 
President now than there was when he 
closed his second term. He was not then 
regarded as a good President. The col­ 
lapse of his party under yie burden of his 
maladministration proved that. On what 
intelligible theory, then, can he be thrust 
to the front again now ? 


defeat of that party at the polls, instead of 
insuring its success. Why, then, do the 
“ machine” men so determinedly ignore 
public opinion and the practical bearings 
of the situation, and urge forward their 
forlorn hope so obstinately ? The way in 
which the Pennsylvania and New York 
Conventions were managed give us the clue 
to this perplexing question. In both these 
States the Republican party is under per­ 
sonal government. In both these States 
the absolute ruler of the party machinery 
is a sort of political satrap. It is this class, 
the class of “ bosses,” that is to say, which 
is so desperately anxious to put General 
Grant in the White House again. 
It 
must be borne in mind that his military 
training and habits of thought na<.urally 
incline ,him to regard the “ boss” sys­ 
tem H' h favor. 
It is the reverse 
of democratic, but soldiers are of necessity 
autocrats, since subordination and dis­ 
cipline are the very foundation of military 
success. The “ boss ” system, however, is 
incompatible with good or safe or honest 
government, with reform of the civil service, 
with the suppression of corruption, with 
the removal of any of the abuses which 
have pressed so heavily upon the country 
since the close of the rebellion. It is a 
system which affords the easiest possible 
way of changing the Government without 
altering its ostensible form. Under this 
“ boss ” system a real imperialism can be 
established, supported 
by a handful 
of machine politicians, each one con­ 
trolling a great State through such means 
as Tammany uses. To pretend that liberty 
could be preserved under such a trans­ 
formation would be preposterous. To pre­ 
tend that there is no danger of such a 
transformation in the event of Grant’s re­ 
election would be to ignore every present 
indication. Already in two of the greatest 
States of the Union public opinion has 
been defiantly disregarded by “ bosses,” 
and it is evidently intended to carry the 
National Convention by the same methods. 
This is the abandonment of Republican 
usages, and the adoption of usages as op­ 
posed to free political action as Louis Na­ 
poleon’s plebiscites. 
The men w ho are thus putting General 
Grant forward are no doubt actuated by 
the most selfish motives. They hope to 
acquire practically unlimited political 
power tlu’ough his success. They know 
that he will not desert his friends “ under 
fire,” and they rely upon this trait in his 
character to bear them harmless ont of any 
possible assault upon their records. They 
have nothing to expect, moreover, from an­ 
other candidate. Their furtunes are linked 
withGrant’s, for they represent an abnormal 
condition of things, and one which cannot 
be perpetuated unless the form of govern­ 
ment is virtually changed, and the usur­ 
pations which they have introduced are 
fortified aud sanctioned by precedent 
aud prescription. 
It is in fact the 
last chance of the machine satraps. 
They know that if they fail now 
the people will never give them an­ 
other opportunity to establish personal 
government, and as they have control of 
the party machinery in most of the States, 
they are determined to make a desperate 
effort for victory. Should they succeed in 
nominating Grant at Chicago they rely 
upon the folly of the Democrats to render 
the abandonment of the Republican ticket 
impossible w ith the majority. In this the 
event may prove them right, though it is 
always possible that for once the Demo­ 
crats may reverse their usual practice, and 
put forward an acceptable candidate. The 
Republican masses who voted against 
Grautism and all that it implied, four years 
ago, are not likely to be very enthu­ 
siastic supporters of the same system 
now, in any event. It is too early to 
perceive whether they will find it prac­ 
ticable to put a third candidate in 
the field as a final resort, but there 
are already- definite steps being taken 
with that end iu view. Certain it is that 
the magnitude of the issue involved, the 
danger to democratic institutions from ma­ 
chine politicians, and the strong resistance 
to the third-terra proposition, are combin­ 
ing to produce an opposition to General 
Grant’s renomination which makes the ul­ 
timate success of his canvass, supposing 
he should carry the Convention, very 
problematical. The surest way to prevent 
what thoughtful and intelligent Republi­ 
cans so earnestly deprecate, is of course to 
work against the machine politicians before 
the Convention meets, aud that course is 
being followed in the Eastern States by a 
constantly increasing body of independent 
Republicans, who have determined not to 
leave the management of party affairs to 
the professionals. 


rate3 should be higher in Sacramento, for 
instance, than they are in Albany, New 
York. There is no reason why they should 
be higher in San Francisco than in Boston 
or Chicago. Property is in all respects as 
safe and as well protected here as anywhere 
in the East. Incendiarism is as uncommon 
here as there. The danger of sweeping 
conflagrations is no whit greater on this 
than on the Atlantic coast. In a word, the 
insurance rates in California to-day are 
arbitrary, extravagant and exorbitant, and 
they ought not to be submitted to longer 
by the public. If the local companies want 
to drive out their foreign competitors they 
can do it without any protective discrim­ 
inating legislation. All that is requisite is 
for them to reduce their own rates. If the 
California rates were once placed on a level 
with those of See rest of the country, the 
temptation to establish agencies here would 
be destroyed, aud thenceforward the insur­ 
ance business would rest on a legitimate 
basis. As it is, the people are being robbed 
by meaDs of a sinister combination which 
has all the elements of a “ corner,” and 
they are deprived of the benefits of free 
competition by a conspiracy which should 
not be countenanced by the law. 


THE INCREASE OF IMMIGRATION. 


THE HIGH RATES OF INSURANCE IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


It is abundantly evident that the Re­ 
publican masses have not called for him, 
and do not want him. If the events which 
preceded the close of his last term can 
be accepted as indications, it 
¡3 very 
doubtful whether a large percentage of 
these voters would not refuse to vote for 
him under any circumstances. Nor is 
the notorious unwisdom of the selection 
on personal grounds the only objection to 
it. In the minds of many men the third- 
term question Í3 even more obnoxious. 
VThcy look upon the attempt to make one 
man President three times as a deliberate 
movement iu the direction of imperialism,- 
and as a sinister desertii^i oí funda 
mental principles. They may be mistaken 
as to this, but they are none the les3 rooted 
in their hostility to the third term, and we 
have no doubt that there are many who 
might forgive Grant’s administrative de­ 
fects, but can never reconcile themselves 
to the third term. These, then, are two 
of the most formidable and damaging lines 
of objection to General Grant’s candida­ 
ture that could possibly be imagined. 
Either of them is fatal, aud both together 
might well be thought to put any candidate to 
whom they apply out of the question entirely. 
Why, then, do the “ machine” politicians 
persist in their efforts to force the nomina­ 
tion of Grant upon the Republican party ? 
It can hardly be because they believe him 
to be the strongest candidate, for, as we 
have shown, he possesses elements of 
weakness from which no other candidate 
suffers. It certainly is not because his 
nomination is demanded by the rank-and- 
file, for it is perfectly clear that no such 
demand exists. The rational presumption 
from the facts is that General Grant could 
not command anything like the full normal 
strength of the Republican party. His 
nom ination, therefore, would endanger the 


During the struggle over the insurance 
bills at the recent session of the Legislature 
it was advanced in justification for the 
proscriptive measures urged by some local 
insurance companies, that a swarm of 
petty Eastern and foreign companies had 
gone into business in this State, aud that 
the business they did might not be safe. 
It did not then occur to any one to inquire 
why such a swarm of foreign insurance 
companies should Le attracted to this 
State, but that question must be put, and 
it can only be answered in one way. The 
fact is that the rates of insurance in Cali­ 
fornia are so high that they constitute a 
strong temptation to insurance companies 
all over the world. They are double, 
treble, in some instances quadruple, what 
they are on the other side of the moun­ 
tains. This public is charged one and one 
and a half and two per cent., where in 
Eastern States the rates would be 30 cents, 
or 50 cc-nts, or 75 cents, or one dollar. 
And there is no excuse or justification 
whatever for these inordinately high 
rates. The risks in California are in no 
respect more hazardous than elsewhere, 
but in some localities and some respects 
they are less hazardous. Rates have been 
kept up by a combination among the com­ 
panies doing business here, which is un­ 
questionably against public policy. All 
these companies have agreed to support 
one another in their extravagant charges, 
and whenever an attempt has been made 
by any company to underbid “ Board 
“ rates,” the whole pack have fallen 
savagely upon the innovator, and have done 
their best to ruin or drive it away. It is 
time the besom of reform should be applied 
to the insurance situation in California, 
for the public have bean fleeced too long 
by the underwriters. 
Existing rates in 
this State are not warranted by any pecu­ 
liarity in the situation. We make that as­ 
sertion positively. There is no reason why 


It is evident that the current of immi­ 
gration from Europe is about to set in 
again with renewed force, and that there 
will this year be landed in the United 
States five or six times as many foreigners 
as usual. The time, however, has passed 
when any such accession to our popula­ 
tion was welcome, and when no misgiv­ 
ings existed as to the effect upon our Gov­ 
ernment of this constant and copious in­ 
fusion of foreign elements. We know now 
what effects it produces, and we know 
that the effects are bad. To-day our prin­ 
cipal cities are governed and plundered 
by foreigners. In New York a foreign 
proletariat buries and paralyzes the entire 
property-owning class, and the latter are 
robbed continuously, with no prospect of 
escape. In San Francisco at the last gen­ 
eral election the foreign vote cast was sev­ 
eral hundreds beyond that of the American 
vote, and this disjiroportion is certain to 
increase under the influence of immigra­ 
tion. The kind of immigration, too, which 
is most common, is drawn to the large 
cities, aud shuns the country. The con­ 
sequence is that the cities are growing far 
more rapidly than thecountry in population, 
and that the increase of the urban pop­ 
ulation is of the most deleterious kind. It 
consists for the most part of foreigners who 
are densely ignorant of almost everything 
civilized beings ought to know ; who have 
not the' faintest conception of the prin­ 
ciples of American government; who are 
often imbued with wild socialistic theories, 
ami therefore at once range themselves 
against the Government on general prin­ 
ciples; and who are utterly devoid of any 
sentiment of patriotism, or any tenderness 
of kinship. These elements do not even 
comprehend ordered freedom. License of 
the most brutal and anarchic character is 
their sole idea of liberty. They are hostile 
to law and order, haters of success and 
prosperity, fomenter.s of sedition, naturally 
aud by training. It is to their presence 
that we owe the various attempts made of 
late years to reproduce on American soil 
the crazy communistic vagaries of the old 
world ; attempts which are only explicable 
on the hypothesis that their projectors 
were profoundly ignorant of the nature of 
the institutions they sought to overthrow. 
The foreign elements in our midst have by 
their ignorance and their tendency to ve­ 
nality made possible the worst maladmin­ 
istration the republic has witnessed. There 
could have been no Tweedism iu New 
York without them. They give its chief 
support to demagogism. They have made 
Kearncyism formidable. They have fur­ 
nished the substance of every modern as­ 
sault upon property aud order which has 
occurred in our large cities. The prospect 
of an unusual immigration this year is not 
therefore to be regarded with satisfaction. 
Experience shows that tiie point has been 
passed at which large additions of foreign­ 
ers could be made to the population with 
safety. The immigrants would be welcome 
enough if they did not so soon become par­ 
ticipants in the Government. Citizenship 
has become debauched by the conditions 
under which it is attainable. Comprehen­ 
sion of American governmental theories is 
coming to be the exception instead of the 
rule among newly-made voters. It is not 
too late to modify the naturalization laws, 
but it is questionable whether any party 
can be got to undertake the duty. Yet 
unless it is done, aud that soon, the rapid 
increase of ignorant voters will render 
good and honest government impossible. 


A QUESTION TO BE SETTLED. 
Public opinion in Sacramento appears to 
be almost unanimous in favor of the adop­ 
tion of the levee policy suggested by the 
R ecord -U n ion . 
It is not necessary to 
discuss the question whether much or little 
of the apprehension felt during seasons of 
high water is due to ignorance of the 
present condition of our defenses. The 
main consideration is that the future of 
the city depends largely upon the removal 
of all ground for uneasiness. There can 
be no doubt as to the fact that fears of 
flood have hitherto checked the growth of 
the city. It is admitted by everybody 
that if no such fears had been possible it 
would have attracted a great many people 
who have been withheld from settling here. 
But this drawback is not an insunnount- 
able one. On the contrary, it can be sur­ 
mounted without entailing any fresh 
burdens upon the cityt and that in so 
thorough a way that in a short time 
there 
will be 
no 
more 
thought 
of danger from high water 
here 
than there is in San Francisco. To do 
this our levees must bo raised and 
broadened and protected by riprapping or 
other engineering devices, in such a man­ 
ner that they cannot be endangered. We 
are assured by some citizens who have had 
much experience that the levees are now 
quite strong enough. W ith that opinion 
we are, however, obliged to disagree. 
They may be quite strong enough to resist 
any ordinary flood, but in order to make 
them serve their full purpose they must be 
strong enough to remove the fears of the 
ignorant and the timid. We understand 
that there is a considerable sum available 
for their improvement this year. If that 
is so the general plan of improvement to 
be pursued should be decided upon before 
any of the money is expended, and then 
the whole of it should be applied 
towards the carrying out of this general 
system. It must be evident by this time 
that nothing short of such a policy will 


relieve us from the alarms which have 
heretofore recurred at intervals, and which 
exercise so bad an influence upon the repu­ 
tation aud prospects of the city. W hat is 
needed is to make Sacramento precisely as 
safe as though every foot of it was twenty- 
five feet higher than it is. That is the 
ground to take, and when that is accom­ 
plished we shall-have no more disabilities 
in any regard than a city twenty-five feet 
higher has. There must, in short, be no 
room for doubt on the subject of onr 
safety. That is the only wise policy to 
pursue, and it is the one which our people 
appear fully agreed upon now.

THE FALL IN IRON. 
An important reduction has recently 
been made in the price of iron. This re­ 
duction has been necessitated by the con­ 
dition of the trade. Last year the busi­ 
ness “ boom” was so largely overdone 
that the attempt of the iron men to get 
rich suddenly had the effect of paralyzing 
the market. They put prices up so ex­ 
travagantly that the demand fell off, and 
the importation of foreign iron, despite the 
tariff, increased largely. An exchange of 
recent date says in this connection : “ One 
“ of the heaviest iron manufacturers of 
“ the East, who is also largely interested 
“ in Western railways, predicts that within 
“ six months the prices of iron and steel 
“ will be down to where they were a year 
“ ago. W hether this is true or not, we 
“ believe that the present low state of the 
“ market is not a mere temporary matter, 
“ but that it will be found that, while the 
“ supply has vastly increased as a result 
“ of the high prices, the demand has been 
“ greatly lessened by the same cause.” 
The fact is that the iron men have over 
discounted the business revival, aud as a 
consequence have brought a renewed de­ 
pression upon their trade. As late reports 
from England indicate the probability of 
reduction in the prices of iron there in con­ 
sequence of a stagnant market, it is evident 
that foreign importations must increase 
this year unless American manufacturers 
are wise enough to put down the rates so 
far as to make importation unprofitable. 
Their attempt last year to force iron up to 
famine prices lias had the effect, first, of 
preventing the commencement of many im­ 
portant enterprises, aud second, of driving 
those who were compelled to have the 
metal, abroad. So much harm has already 
been done in these ways that the condition 
of the market is critical, and it is now 
doubted by good authorities whether a 
present reduction will so far restore its 
tone as to remove the necessity for clos­ 
ing many of the works. There is scaroely 
any thing which so retards enterprise as dear 
iron, and therefore a wise government 
would be careful to remove every obstacle 
from the sale of that metal. 
Our iron 
manufacturers, however, have so com­ 
plete a control over Congress that they 
are enabled to fetter all the industries of 
the country at will. W hat they cannot 
do is to make the people buy iron when 
they have put the price up to the top 
notch. Had they not been so greedy, or 
had they not been bolstered up as they are 
by the tariff, they would not have got 
themselves into their present difficulties, 
but would have helped instead of hinder­ 
ing the business revival, and by contenting 
themselves with moderate profits would 
have secured a steady and growing trade. 
Should the price of iron iu England fall 
considerably, they will soon be obliged to 
reduce heavily themselves, and the prob­ 
ability is that they will iu the end lose far 
more than their high prices last year 
brought them. 
A NEW ILLUMINATOR. 
A novel invention is described in a recent 
issue of the London Railway Netos. It is 
a luminous paint, to be used in the interior 
of railway carriages, and it is claimed that 
it will emit enough light to make every­ 
thing distinctly visible, and that this light 
will continue for several hours. 
The 
review, giving an account of a partial test 
of the paint, says: “ At first the light 
“ emitted is only slight, not that the paint 
“ is any different in its illuminating power, 
“ but the pupils of the eyes of the trav- 
“ elers have not yet been accustomed to 
“ the light, for, as the journey proceeds 
“ the carriage appears to be completely 
“ lighted up, so much so that the passen- 
“ gers are enabled easily to recoguize the 
“ features of their fellow-travelers, while 
“ the time by a watch is clearly discern- 
“ ible. This light lasts, not for a short 
“ time, but continues for a period of a few 
“ hours, when the carriage can be again 
“ exposed to the day-light, and the same 
“ process is gone through.” The paint is 
said to absorb light during the day, and to 
emit it at night. 
The experiments made 
with it were witnessed by a number of 
scientific men, who expressed consid­ 
erable satisfaction with the result. 
It is believed that this 
luminous 
paint can be so applied to railroad cars as 
to render any other illumination unneces­ 
sary, and thus to avoid one of the dangers 
of railroad travel, namely that of a confla­ 
gration in the event of an accident. On 
American railways, however, this danger 
arises generally from the stoves, not from 
the lamps, and it seems questionable 
whether the kind of faint light emitted by 
this paint, even supposing it capable of 
lasting through a journey of several hours, 
would be an effective substitute for lamps. 
The proposition to apply the new inven­ 
tion to buoys seems open to the same ob­ 
jection. 
It is extremely questionable 
whether a merely phosphorescent light, as 
this appears to be, could be distinguished 
at any distance by vessels. Iu bad weather 
at sea all guiding lights require to be very 
bright and distinct, and so pale aud dim a 
light as this would be very apt to escape 
the attention of the look-out except when 
no importance attached to its discovery.

fully have reached two conclusions : First, 
that the only possible means of reform is 
restriction of the suffrage ; and second, that 
restriction of the suffrage is impossible. 
As to the first of these, we think there can­ 
not be any doubt about its soundness. Evi­ 
dently the only way to prevent the evils 
which originate in the abuse cf political 
power consequent on ignorance and indif­ 
ference, is to remove political power from 
those who are too ignorant or indifferent 
to make a right use of it. The second 
conclusion, that this remedy is impracticable, 
is, however, by no means so clear. It is 
in fact nothing more than an assumption, 
and it is an assumption without strong 
foundation. It rests on the supposition 
that all men set an equally high value on 
the suffrage, but experience certainly does 
not bear this out. On the contrary, the 
manner in which the suffrage is used by 
those who do the most mischief with it 
shows that they do not understand it well 
enough to care much for it in any way. 
Indeed, the more carefully this branch of 
the subject is examined the more doubtful 
will it appear whether the popular notion 
of the impossibility of restricting the suf­ 
frage has any just support, and whether in 
fact it might not be practicable to effect 
such a change without arousing any of 
those volcanic forces which it is customary 
to bring on the Beene whenever such a re­ 
course is hinted at. And it is the more 
necessary to examine this possible avenue 
of relief with care because if indeed it be 
not available there remains nothing but to 
despair of democratic government, aud to 
prepare for the shooting of Niagara. 


HYDRAULICS ON THE RAILROAD. 
The methods of hydraulic mining have 
been employed with great success in clear­ 
ing away the heavy slides of earth which 
occurred recently on the Central Pacific 
Railway above Alta. The mass of earth 
was so great, and the difficulty of handling 
it in the ordinary way so formidable, that 
unless water had been resorted to several 
weeks might have elapsed before the track 
was cleared. But the hydraulic miners 
were called upon for help, and they found 
the situation one which presented no per­ 
plexities to them. They brought up their 
pipes and monitors, constructed a flume 
from a ditch which was fortunately near 
at hand, aud in fourteen hours piped away 
a body of debris which had beeu the de­ 
spair of picks and shovels. The tremen­ 
dous power of hydraulic mining methods 
has been here exhibited in a very 
practical way, aud for the benefit 
of the community. 
Those who wit­ 
nessed the swift dispatch of this ava­ 
lanche of earth have attained a lively per­ 
ception of the effects produced upon the 
bluffs which coutain tire gravel deposits. 
It is indeed somewhat singular that the 
hydraulic monitor has never, so far as we 
are aware, been used in making cuts on 
railways where the soil is sufficiently soft 
to be piped. It might be thought that iu 
such cases there would be great economy 
in the application of water power, for a 
strong head of water directed by an expe­ 
rienced hand will cut out and carry away 
more dirt in one day than fifty men could 
shovel and pick in a week. The slide at 
Alta would have undoubtedly delayed the 
resumption of railroad travel very much 
longer but for the happy thought of enlist­ 
ing the monitors and little giaut3 in the 
work of clearing the track. 


We suppose that there are few subjects 
regarding which the American public is 
better agreed than that of the abuses which 
have grown up of late years in the govern­ 
ment of great cities. The facts, indeed, 
have been so forced upon public attention 
that they could neither be ignored nor 
misapprehended. Everybody thus knows 
something about the proletariat, the rise 
of the “ boss” system, the corruption of 
party government, the regime of dema­ 
gogism, and bo forth. So far as the exhi­ 
bition of all the downward steps is con­ 
cerned there is a general harmony of opin­ 
ion. It is all very bad, we say, but when 
it becomes a question of remedies, a 
strange silence falls npon our delineators 
of abuses. The reason of this is that moBt 
people who have examined the matter care* 


THE TRUE STORY OF “ HANGTOWN.” 
E ds. R ecord-U niox : The account of the 
manner iu which the city of Placerville re­ 
ceived the name of “ Hangtowu,” copied from 
an exchange, which appeared iu your ¡--me of 
Wednesday last, is not correct. Allow use to 
give the true version : In the summer of 1848 
three ranchers residing in what is now Sacra­ 
mento county—William Daylor, Jared Shel­ 
don anil Perry McCoon—with a number of 
Indians in their employ, wire mining in 
Weber creek at a point about 100 yards 
below the crossing of the road leading from 
Diamond Springs to Placerville. One morn­ 
ing the vaquero who had charge of the eav d- 
lada (tame horses) informed his employers 
that he had discovered some new “ dry dig­ 
gings,” exhibiting at the same ti.se some 
specimens of gold which be had picked up. 
One of the white men went to the place indi­ 
cated by the Indian, but found that the dig­ 
gings were not sufficiently better than those 
on the creek to justify them iu ineviug their 
camp. 
When prospectors came along 
they were referred to the new location, 
which, up to January, 184Í1, went by 
the name of the “ Old Dry Diggings.” Or.e 
night during that month, three men 
were in a saloon, tent or hut, engaged in a 
game of poker. In due time one of the party 
got “ broke.” The proprietor of the place 
was fast asleep. The one who had lost Ids 
money suggested to his companions that the 
saloon-keeper had goi l dust on hand, aud 
proposed that he should be robbed. The pro­ 
prietor was awoke, a pistol presented at his 
head, and told to disclose the whereabouts of 
the hidden treasure. This he did ; the rob­ 
bers divided the spoil, threatened the saloon­ 
keeper with certain death if he disclosed any­ 
thing about the matter, and resumed their 
gime. 
The next day the saloon keeper mustered 
courage to tell some of his friends about the 
robbery ; the affair became noised about; the 
three men were arrested, tried by the miners, 
sentenced to be flogged, and the judgment 
executed with the promptness which charai 
terized that kind of criminal procedure. The 
criminals were then ordered to leave. In a 
few days two of the men, under the influence 
of whisky, went about the cainp intimating 
that the men who were engaged in the trial 
were “spotted,” that “ they would not live to 
flog another man,” etc. 
A meeting was called, the two men were 
arrested and hung on the leaning oak tree in 
the hay yard below Elstner’s El Dorado Sa­ 
loon, the same tree on which, afterwards, 
other malefactors expiated their crimes. 
For many years the camp went by the 
name of Hangtown to distinguish it from 
•ither dry diggings. Daylor, Sheldon and 
McCoon remained on the creek until the fall 
of 1818, when they returned to their homes 
in Sacramento county. Captain Charles M. 
Weber, of Weber’s Embarcadero, now of 
Stockton, established a camp and trading 
post on the same locality and gave the creek 
the name which it has borne to the present 
day.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


How I t w a s D o n e .—The heavy land slide 
a quarter of a mile east of Alta which re­ 
cently covered the track of the Central Pa­ 
cific Kailroad, rather staggered the regular 
pick and shovel brigade. 
It was realized that 
such an enormous mass would not yield in a 
week to the ordiuary methods, consequently 
the officers in command accepted the services 
of "old and experienced hydraulic miners. 
These 
men, 
with 
unexampled 
rapidity, 
brought streams from adjacent ditches witli 
heavy fall to bear upon the hill of earth and 
rocks. 
The fall at the j>oiut is 111! feet to the 
mile, and hence the force of the water is 
very great in every sense of the word. 
The 
miners constructed in a few hours several 
hundred feet of flaming to carry the used 
water beyond the grade of the road, because 
to play upon the mass direct and let the 
water flow off down the grade would soften it 
so much as to endanger the entire super­ 
structure on which the track has to rest. 
Xu 
this work they were aided by the railroad 
gangs of workmen, and then the streams were 
set to playing upon the slide, which w ilted 
before the terrible streams like snow beneath 
a blazing sun. 
In an unprecedtntly short 
apace of time the mass of the slide was 
washed off, and but little remains now to be 
removed. 
W hen this is done the road grade 
and bed will be at once repaired and commu­ 
nication reopened, and this will probably be 
to-morrow. 
Gentlemen who have seen much 
of the removal of obstructions and much of 
railroad engineering, and who were witnesses 
of the work of the hydraulic miners related, 
pronounce it to be the most rapid and effect­ 
ive work they have ever seen, and are warm 
in their praises of the energy, skill and 
daring of the men of the mountains. 


A K ni v a l or T ra in s.—The storm has en­ 
tirely ceased in the mountains and valley) 
and some of the damages of the elements 
have been repaired. 
On the Oregon route 
yesterday the road at Bear river was re­ 
deemed from the water, and trains arrived 
and departed on time, so there will be no 
further delay in that direction. All the slide# 
and snow1 were cleared from the main line of 
the Central Pacific Railroad yesterday, and 
trains were put in motion. Bast night, about 
10:30, 
four 
trains heavily 
loaded with 
passengers, express and mails left Truckee. 
These will all come to the place of the slide 
east of Alta, where the passengers and the 
contents of the four trains must be trans­ 
ferred to the trains on this side of the slide, 
aud vice versa. 
This of course will be slowly 
done. 
As fast as the trains on this side re­ 
ceive their loads they will be started for this 
place, and will arrive here between noon and 
8 o’clock this evening in the following order : 
First, an overland train consisting of ten 
cars ; second, an immigrant train of from six 
to nine cars; third, a special train of seven 
cars of excursionists from Boston ; and lastly, 
the overland train of seven cars, which ac­ 
cording to programme time would have ar­ 
rived early this morning. 
The trains will 
all be crowded aud heavily loaded in con­ 
sequence of the large amounts of mail, bag­ 
gage and express matter that have accumu­ 
lated during the blockade.

expectedly uttered, “ Guilty and am willing 
to waive time.” 
He was sent to jail for 
several months and left the baffled Sheriff to 
explain to the officers why the prisoner had so 
suddenly changed 
his intention. 
Before 
coming to this city he had hired a horse and 
buggy at 
a 
Quincy stable, 
druve 
out 
through the hills about ten miles, sold the 
horse and buggy, pocketed the coin and 
disappeared. 
A warrant was issued charg­ 
ing him with grand larceny, and the Sheriff 
learning his whereabouts, arrived here in 
sear'-h of him after the local authorities had 
a claim on him, and the prisoner, hoping 
that if sent to the County Jail he might 
serve his term and be discharged without the 
knowledge of the Plumas officer, had pleaded 
guilty. The mountain Sheriff, however, could 
not be eluded in such an easy manner, and be­ 
fore: leaving took notice of the probable time 
of the prisoner’s discharge. 
After the young 
man was incarcerated in jail he made biuiself 
agreeable to the inmates and officers, and one 
day said to the City Attorney, “ I believe I 
would be a good lawyer, and I hope you will 
lend me some books.

Nothing more was known 
of the case until recently, when, as the 
former City Attorney, now the District A t­ 
torney, was walking along J street, he met 
the young man whom he had imagined was 
in San Quentin, 
Noticing the astonishment 
of the attorney, the former prisoner said : 
“ I know you wonder h o w l escaped. 
I was 
this way. 
I just read enough law in those 
old books while in jail to knock the spots out 
of the District Attorney up there. 
It got 
the indictment ‘squashed,’ because it was for 
grand larceny, when it ought to have been 
for embezzlement. 
I did not steal the horse. 
I hired it, paid for it, and when I got away 
sold it and appropriated the money. 
That 
was only embezzlement. 
I got discharged, 
and none of them up there knew enough 
about law to go after me again for embezzle­ 
ment. 
That’s how I got away. 
I am going 
to get a set of law books and go up there anil 
practice law.” 
He moved on, and was .-eeu 
to enter a bookstore, apparently with the iu- 
teution of purchasing a library and beginning 
a business in which he could exercise his 
native shrewdness.

PACinO OOAST ITEMS, 


Hay is $60 a ton in Sierra valley. 
Considerable sickness in 
Sonoma at 
present. 
A few cases of pneumonia are reported 
at San Jose. 
Eggs are retailing in Woodland for 1C 
cents per dozen. 
Six to eight hundred acres of the Mer­ 
ced river bottom are planted to cotton this 
season. 
The Giant Powder Works at Fleming’s 
Point, near W est Berkeley, are being re­ 
constructed. 
The canyon streams of Utah are begin­ 
ning to boom and the valleys are threat­ 
ened with floods. 
The Sonoma county treasury paid jurors’ 
fees during the past fifteen months to the 
amount of $0,020 25. 
Judge Warner, of Pilot Hill, El Dorado 
county, Tuesday found an §i>0 nugget un- 
get under one of his fruit trees. 
A Woman’s Temperance Society, auxil­ 
iary to the National organization of the 
same character, is being formed in San 
Jose. 
Although but 650 votes were cast at the 
recent city election in Santa llosa, 21,000 
tickets were printed. 
A iraetion over 3S 
tickets to each voter. 
David B. James, the inventor of the 
single-track railway, is in San Diego trying 
to induce the people of that section to build 
one of his railways to Yuma. 
In consequence of the storm and the 
large amount of snow on pasture lands, 
several Oakland butchers have advanced 
the price of beef, mutton and pork. 
N. D. Burlingame & Co., of Kelsey, El 
Dorado county, assayed a few pounds of 
the Mansfield rock one day last week from 
which they received $60. It averaged over 
$3 per pound. 
In Napa valley a disease similar to epi­ 
zootic in a mild form has appeared among 
the horses, and in other localities they are 
dying with pneumonia, brought on, it is 
said, by the protracted wet weather. 
Two boys recently killed a wildcat in 
San Mateo county. 
Their weapons were 
sticks, and their aid in the tight their 
faithful dog. 
The boys are aged 5 and 5) 
years respectively, and the cat weighed 16 
pounds. 
Wood is getting to be a very scarce ar­ 
ticle in Placerville, and neighbors are bor­ 
rowing and lending to bridge the chasm, 
while some are raking up all the old avail­ 
able rubbish, boxes, barrels, etc., to keep 
their stoves warm. 
There are over 1,500 stands of bees on 
the Trabuco, Los Angeles, and taking an 
average of 100 pounds to the stand, and 
not counting anything from the increase, 
the apiarians of that place will have 150,­ 
000 pounds of honey to sell. 
Were it not for the narrow-gauge rail­ 
road, there would he a wood famine in 
Nevada City at present. 
For many weeks 
the wagon roads have been in such a con­ 
dition as to prevent leamsters from trans­ 
porting fuel from the forests. 
A dispatch was received at Grass Valley 
from Iowa Hill, Placer county, Tuesday 
afternoon, announcing that Peter James 
had just been killed in the North Star hy­ 
draulic claim at that place. 
His death 
was caused by his being washed through a 
cut in the claim. 
The railroad company have purchased 
7,000 acres of laud near the site of their 
new hotel at Monterey. The company will, 
it is understood, make this immense tract 
into a beautiful and picturesque park, to 
complete which they will turn the Carmel 
river into the park itself. 
The opinion of 
those who have recently visited Monterey 
is, that when the changes now in progress 
are finished, it will be one of the prettiest 
and most inviting watering-places on the 
continent. 
It is probable that the Board of Educa­ 
tion will request the Normal Trustees to 
make other provision 
for the 
Normal 
School, and surrender the High School 
building to the city, says the San Jose 
Mercury. 
It was tendered upon the burn­ 
ing of the Normal School to prevent the 
stoppage of the institution ; and now that 
there are means at the disposal of the 
Trustees, it is considered by the Board of 
Education that the city schools should not 
be crowded to benefit the State. 
The Nor­ 
mal School has an annual income of some 
$33,000 for running expenses, and the sur­ 
plus after paying the teachers and provid­ 
ing for other necessary expenses will be 
¿imply sufficient, it is believed, to pay rent. 
Uncle Billy May hew, of Red Bluff, who 
then lived in Marysville, gays that in 1853 
it commenced raining about the 16th of 
April and continued to rain for a week or 
ten days, harder even than it has rained at 
any time during this storm. 
He was then 
driving stage for Hall & Crandall, who had 
to haul off their stock and stop their stages 
on account of the high water. 
The stage 
stock was at Nicolaus when the storm com­ 
menced, and finding that the waters were 
rising so rapidly he, with others, got into 
a whale-boat from the door of the old 
United States Hotel, in Marysville, and 
went across lots direct to Nicolaus, where 
they placed the horses on a high knoll, 
the town and surrounding country being 
under water, and rolled out bales of hay 
from the barn and fed them there for sev­ 
eral days. 
The town of Marysville, or 
rather a part of the site now built over, 
was then under water, and the lowlands 
south and west of that place was one vast 
sea of water. 


WHIRLWIND AT OAKLAND. 


Men, Lumber, Skylights and Signs Hurled 
into the Air. 


The city of Oakland was visited at an 
early hour Thursday morning by a whirl­ 
wind. 
The center of this small hurricane 
appeared to be in the neighborhood of 
Castro and Second streets. 
It seemed to 
originate at the corner of Third and Mar­ 
ket streets, and swept along IJiird street 
in an easterly direction. 
At the corner of 
Third and Clay streets it veered north, and 
by the time it reached the lumber yard on 
the southeast corner of Fifth and Clay 
streets it had increased to violence. Boards 
and signs were hurled through the air, and 
stray bits of lumber were carried upon the 
housetops. 
A board was carried directly 
across the street from the lumber yard, 
and it struck the dwelling-house of a man 
named Edwards, 
A 
hole 
fully two 
feet square was made in the front of 
the house. 
The board when found was 
fully four feet in the front room. 
A plank 
about eighteen inches in width and some 
fifteen feet long lauded in an apple tree on 
Myers’ lot, corner of Seventh and Wash­ 
ington streets. 
A pile of lumber on the 
city front was knocked over and scat­ 
tered over considerable space. 
At or near 
the corner of Seventh and Broadway, a 
man walking leisurely along was lifted 
bodily from his feet into the air about six 
feet. 
He was then thrown violently to the 
ground. 
The tremendous force of the 
wind then caught him in such a manner as 
to slide him along the sidewalk for several 
feet. A small house. No. 522 Fourth street, 
was thrown from its grouud supports, and 
the surrounding fence overthrown. 
The 
dwelling was occupied at the time by Peter 
Cantratra3 and his four children.

The Mademoiselle Nevada, who is to de­ 
but at Her Majesty’s Opera House, Lon­ 
don, is Miss Emma Wixom, formerly a 
pupil at Mills’ Seminary. 
Port Surveyor Paul Morrill has been 
confined to his residence, No. 1005 Sutter 
street, for a month from diabetes. 
He is 
able to sit up, but too weak to walk across 
his room. 
One of the ladies now teaching in a 
school on the other side of the bay has 
been invited to accept the place of teacher 
in the school of His Majesty tie (King of 
Siam, Defender of the Faith. 
On the date of sailing of the steamer 
City of New York from Sydney, there was 
not a single vessel on the berth for here in 
Australia or New Zealand ports.

had sailed for this place for a month pre­ 
vious.

An executive session of the Board of 
Heal h was held last evening at 124 Geary 
street, all members, excepting the Mayor, 
being present. 
The Quarantine Officer re­ 
ported that lie had removed the crew and 
Chinese passengers to the hulks Constitu­ 
tion and Colorado during the day, and they 
were comfortably quartered there.

Justice of the Peace Burke yesterday

Burke held that the section referred to was 
mandatory, and the plaintiff’s motives in 
bringing the action could not be considered 
by him. 
Pursuant to an order of the Superior 
Court, Superintendent Prevost, of 
the 
House of Correction turned over Denis Kear­ 
ney to the custody of the Sheriff, who is or­ 
dered to produce him in Department No. 
1 of the Superior Court at 10 o’clock to­ 
morrow morning, when the writ of habeas 
corpus in his case will be argued before 
five Superior Judges in bank. 
Kearney 
was, at 2:30 o’clock, at the office of the 
Sheriff, in whose custody he now is. 
The 
Judges sitting in bank to hear the case will 
be Judges Daingertield, Evaus, Hunt, Sul­ 
livan and Ferral. 
A few weeks ago, the romantic marriage 
of a wealthy young lady of this city to a 
poor but respectable and intelligent young 
man employed by the Caliiornia-street 
Railroad Company as a car conductor, cre­ 
ated a stir in local society circles. 
The af­ 
fair had a pleasant ending, the young lady’s 
folks very sensibly taking her husband af­ 
fectionately into the family when it was 
found that his only social shortcoming was 
poverty. 
The latest sensation in society 
circles relates to the elopement and mar­ 
riage of the only daughter of an Oakland 
millionaire with a poverty-stricken, but 
well-educated, intelligent, temperate young 
man who was in her father’s employ. 
The 
young couple waited some time for the re­ 
pentance of the father, who, in his indigna­ 
tion, promptly disinherited his daughter ; 
but not repenting, the latter abandoned 
her husband about a week ago and re­ 
turned to the parental roof. 
The elope­ 
ment and marriage, it is reported, occurred 
several weeks ago.

SAN FRANCISCO MARKET BEVIEW. 


[RKPORTID FOR THE 8ACRAME5TODAILY RBCORD-UNION. ] 


Sax F r a n c i s c o , April 22, 1880. 
The heavy rains have checked the spring opening 
of business. It must be very brisk as soon as roads 
are opened again and the weather becomes settled. 
The outlook in most lines of trade is very much 
better. In freights and charters there has been 
nothing doing. Rates are ncminal—say 40s to a 
direct European market. The unexampled rains of 
April will result in damage to some crops, say the 
most recent advices. The Herald of to-day on this 
subject rem arks: 
There are conflicting opinions afloat respecting the 
good or ill effects of this heavy raiufali at this pe­ 
riod of the year. No doubt injury has been done 
in some of the northern counties by an excessive 
rainfall, but in other dry sections, notably that of the 
west side of the San Joaquin, where a vast tract of 
land has been sown to Wheat, big crops arn assured, 
and so of other districts where a grain crop'* ÁJ ma­ 
tured usually but once iu three years. Take it all in 
all, there is no duubt that the heavy rainfall of 
April will bo beneficial to the great majority of the 
husbandmen of the State, securing to them full av­ 
erage crops. 
Wheat and Flour are declining, there being no de­ 
mand for export. Barley, Oats, Corn and Beans 
show no material change in prices. 
Wool is dull, 
and plenty of stock is coming in. 
Eastern buyers 
are not anxious, and the market drags. Merchan­ 
dise ex|*orts by sea for a week pa3t have been fair. 
The stock market show’s some upward tendency af­ 
ter a week of uncertainty. The heavy rains have 
depressed financial transactions, because ol fears of 
heavy damage to crops in the interior. “ City finan­ 
cial transactions,” says the Herald of this morning in 
its review, “ are greatly circumscribed. While some 
blocks of real estate have been selling at very low 
prices, lots upon lots of the same class of property 
canuot be disposed of at any price. The new rev­ 
enue law stands as much as anything in the way of 
prosperity, and it is a question whether we shall 
ever be able to reconcile in so many respects the 
conflicting provisions of the new Constitution. Our 
State has every inherent element for a prosperous 
future, but the many hampering political influences 
gc-em to be directly aimed to retard every jiossible 
advancement, and not until the les9on is thoroughly 
brought home to all will a i eacrion set in, so that, 
with all the obs acles in our way, we hopefully look 
foi ward to a gradual improvement in all our financial 
and industrial pursuits.” 
The market for local securities shows more activ- 
it than it did a week ago, and the increase in vol­ 
ume of business is decided.

George T. Angelí read a paper recently 
before the American Social Science Asso­ 
ciation at Boston on “ Public Health Asso­ 
ciations,” in which he made some startling 
assertions about the adulteration of food. 
He said : 
Cayenne pepper is adulterated with red 
lead, mustard with chromate of lead, curry 
powder with red lead, vinegar with sul­ 
phuric acid, arsenic and corrosive sub­ 
limate. 
It is stated that probably half the 
vinegar now sold in our cities is rauk 
poison. 
One ot 
our Boston chemists 
analyzed twelve packages of pickles, put 
up by twelve different wholesale dealers, 
and found copper in ten of them. 
Many 
of our flavoring oils, sirups, jellies and 
preserved fruits contain 
poisons. 
The 
adulterations of tea are too numerous to 
mention. 
Coffee is not only adulterated, 
but a patent has been taken out for mold­ 
ing chicory into the form of coffee berries, 
and I am told that clay is now molded, 
and perhaps flavored with an essence, to 
represent coffee. 
Cocoa and chocolate are 
adulterated with various mineral substances. 
Several mills in New England, and prob­ 
ably many elsewhere, are now engaged 
grinding white stone into tine powder for 
purposes of adulteration. A t some of these 
mills they grind three grades—soda grade, 
sugar grade and flour grade. 
It sells for 
about half a cent a pound. Flour has been 
adulterated in England, and probably here, 
with plaster of Paris, bone-dust, sand, 
clay, chalk and other articles. 
I am told 
that large quantities of damaged and un­ 
wholesome grain are ground in with flour, 
particularly with that kind called Graham 
flour. 
Certainly hundreds, and probably 
thousands, of barrels of “ terra alba,” 
or 
white 
earth, 
are 
sold 
iu 
our 
cities 
every 
year, to 
be mixed with 
sugars 
in 
confectionery 
and 
other 
white substances. 
I am told by an emi­ 
nent physician that this tends to produce 
stone, kidney complaints and various dis­ 
eases of the stomach. 
A Boston chemist 
tells me that he has found “ó per cent, of 
terra alba in what was sold as cream of 
tartar, used for cooking. 
A large New 
York house sells thiee grades of cream of 
tartar. 
A Boston chemist recently au- 
alyzed a sample of the best gride, and 
found 50 per cent, of terra alba in that. 
Much of our confectionery contains 113 per 
cent, of terra alba. 
The coloring matter 
of confectionery frequently contains lead, 
mercury, arsenic and copper. 
Baking pow­ 
ders are widely sold which contain a large 
percentage of terra alba and alum. 
It is not water alone that is mixed with 
the milk. 
Thousands of gallons, and prob­ 
ably hundreds of thousands, are sold in 
our cities which have passed through large 
tins, or vats, in which it has been mixed 
with various substances. 
Receipts for the 
mixture can be bought by new milkmen 
from old on payment of the required sum. 
I am assured upon what 1 believe to be re­ 
liable authority, that thousands of gallons 
of so-called milk have been, and probably 
are, sold in this city, which do not contain 
one drop of the genuine article. 
Large 
quantities of the meats of animals more 
or less diseased are sold in our markets. 
Cows iu the neighborhood of our large city 
are fed upon material which produces a 
large flow of unwholesome milk. 
Poultry 
are fed upon material which produces 
unwholesome eggs. 
Meats and lidi are 
made 
unwholesome, frequently poison­ 
ous. 
by careless and cruel methods-of 
killing. 
A 
California chemist recent­ 
ly 
analyzed many samples of whisky, 
purchased at different places in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
He found them adulterated with 
creosote, salts of copper, alum and other 
injurious substances. 
He states it, in his 
published report, as his opinion that there 
is hardly any pare whisky sold in that city. 
A gentleman recently purchased from a 
prominent B.iston linn a cask of pure 
sherry wine fur his sick wife. 
His wife 
grew worse. 
He had the wine analyzed, 
and found tiiat there was not a drop of the 
juice of the grape in it. An eminent medi­ 
cal gentleman of Boston said to me : “ The 
adulterations of drugs in this country are 
perfectly abominable.” 
I say that laws 
should be enacted and enforced prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of these poisonous 
and dangerous articles under severe penal­ 
ties, and compelling the manufacturers and 
sellers of adulterated articles to tell buy­ 
ers the precise cnaraeter of the adultera­ 
tions.

There is a young lady 19 years old in 
Trinity county who has never seen a wag­ 
on ; but she is accomplished, being a good 
housekeeper, writer, singer and conversa­ 
tionalist.

He has calculated that 
eaeh charge fired by foreign ships in salut­ 
ing the fort is of the value of an ox. 
He 
also concludes that it is more expensive to 
keep up armaments in Europe than iu 
Zulnlaud. 
And he thinks Queen Victoria 
very discourteous in not answering his 
message of contrition. 
Not long ago he 
was takeu to call upon the ex-Chief Lau- 
galibalele. 
The visit was very stiff and 
formal at first, but the savage celebrities 
presently'“ thawed,” and parted cordially. 
Count Moltke as a legislator is punctual 
and persistent. 
Though he doesn’t often 
address the Ksichstag he is nearly always 
present at the sittings, rarely absenting 
himself even from tedious deliberations. 
When he rises to make one of his terse 
speeches there is a commotion among his 
colleagues, who hasten from all sides not 
to lose a word falling from his lips. 
He 
never attempts any oratorical flourish, and 
speaks slowly in a rather monotonous tone. 
He gives the impression that hs is laboring 
under great nervousness, although he obvi­ 
ously endeavors to hide this weakness 
from his hearers by a feigned attitude of 
composure.

From A. L. Bancroft 4 Co., San Francisco, 
we have H arper 4 Bros.’ (N. Y .) edition of 
Robert Douden’s life of Southey. 
I t forms 
one of the “ English M en of L etters Series.” 
I t is scholarly work, treating of the childhood 
of the man who lived so completely in and 
for literature; of his four years a t W est­ 
minster, his Oxford course, his m arriage, his 
wanderings from 1795 to 1803, his ways of 
life a t K em ick—1803 to 1830, ‘‘“j his lite­ 
rary labors up to 1843, with a re| i - u of his 
work in literature. 
Southey’s win a well- 
rounded, useful life. He was one of the hard­ 
est workers in all the world of letters, and 
gave himself no rest. 
Of an austere nature, 
with an extraordinary conviction as to his 
duty in literature, he was yet actuated by 
kindly principles, and had a warm and sym­ 
pathetic nature, which even his unparalleled 
devotion and slavery to work could not sup­ 
press. Douden does ample justice to Southey’s 
heart and brain, and weighs his works with 
gentle but just criticism. 
H e concludes th at 
“ Southey's poetry takes a midmost rank. I t 
neither renders into art a great body of 
thought and passion, nor does it give faultless 
expression to lyrical movements. 
B ut it is 
the outcome of a large and vigorous mind 
am ply stored with knowledge, and its breadih 
of life is the moral ardor of a nature strong 
and generous.” As to his prose, he declares 
it a model of grace, strength, purity aud sim­ 
plicity. 


From A . L. Bancroft & Co. we have Dr. 
Herm ann Bonitz’s lecture on the “ Origin of 
the Homeric Poem s.” I t is translated from 
the German by Louis It. Packard, and is 
published by H arper 4 Bros., New York. 
The lecture was delivered in I860 in Vienna, 
and has passed through four editions in G er­ 
many. 
I t lias been recognized as presenting 
in brief space and with fairness the points in­ 
volved fli the discussion, and the progress 
which has been made toward a solution of 
the problem. 
Puckard was led to translate 
it mainly by his belief th at there is no work 
in English which gives any just idea of the 
difficulties in the way of accepting the H o­ 
meric poems as the production of one poet, 
unless it be the large aud expensive work of 
M ure, which defends the unity of author­ 
ship. 
I t seemed desirable th at there should 
be accessible in English a partial statem ent 
of the reasons which have led so many Ger­ 
man scholars to doubt the unity of au­ 
thorship of the poems. 
The notes contain 
a very valuable bibliography of the subject, 
which will be of decided service to one tak ­ 
ing up the study of the Homeric question.

deserted street. 
Then th e old man m eets 
Bull as he retu rn s on th e o u ter walk, and 
removes in a discouraged m anner a dark 
object from his foaming m outh, while the 
anim al retires to his kennel in silence.

T he very thinness of w hich Mile. 
B ernhardt com plains is som etim es exagger­ 
ated w illfully by th e costum e she chooses, 
and gloves to full are deliberately w rinkled 
along the arms" to increase the attenuated 
impression. Tn all th e recklessness of ch ar­ 
acter, in th e sudden freak for sculpture and 
for painting, in th e balloon trips described 
by herself a t length in a volume profusely 
illustrated by M. Clairin, in the hastily 
dictated articles contributed to newspapers, 
in th e eccentric caprices which give rise to 
strange tales of a skeleton in her studio, 
and of a coffin in w hich she sleeps, in the 
w illingness to sacrifice to th e im pulse of 
th e m om ent th e dem ands of art, which 
m ust be steadily sought and long wooed 
ere it be won—in all this there is evidence 
of conscious self-advertisem ent, not to say 
a distin ct trace of charlatanry.
